THE ZANZIBAR TROUBLES—DOUBTFUL 
RUMOR ABOUT STANLEY. 
LONDON, Feb, 25.—Letters from missionaries 
dated Zanzibar, Jan. 24, have been received in 
thiscity. They give the details of a thira re- 
/woltin Uganda. It appears that King Kiwewa, 
who wasraised to the thrune after the everthrow 
of his brother, King Mwanga, tried to poison his 
Arab supporters, but thatthe plot failed. He 
then invited three of them to a private audi- 
ence. At a signal from the King they were 
seized by executioners, and the King speared 
two of them, and was in the aet of spearing the 
other when the Arab managed to free himself 
from the xrasp of the executioners and fired at 
the King, who fled. King Kiwewa bas since 
been trying to induce the Christian chiefs to 
assist bim in regaining the throne, upon which, 
after bis flight, the Arabs placed Kalema, son 
of Mutesas, ¢ 
The ietters confirm the report that an English 
missionary named Brooks had been murdered. 
The missionaries at Lake Tanganyika report 
that there is ample evidence that wholdésale 
#Slaughterand enslavement of natives is pro- 
seceding in the direction of Tippoo Tib’s district. 
In the Nyangwe district there are rumers 
that Stanley is there collecting men to make a 
big war on the tribes to the north ward, but this 
4s considered doubtfal, 


ZANZIBAR, Feb. 25.—The Admiral command- 
ing the German squadron has issued an order 
stopping the importation of provisiens en the 
ceast of the mainiand opposite Zanzibar.

TO DO OR DIE. 





NEW-JERSEY DEMOCRATS WANT ALL-OR 
NOTHING. 

TRENTON, N. J., Fob. 25.—That the Democrats 
propose to secure full charge of everything in 
the shape of offices in New-Jersey was demon- 
Strated to-night by the introduction of a bill 
providing that a Censtitutional Convention be 
held in Trenton on May 21, to frame a new 
Censtitution to be submitted to the peopie for 
ratification next September, The point is in the 
provision that the delegates shall be elected, 
2 frem each county, and 21 bythe State at large. 


This means that all the delegates at large 
will be Democratic, and 8 sure Democratic 
counties would give a total of 37 delegates of 
that faith outof the 63 chosen. ‘This means 
that the election of a State Treasurer and Con- 
troller would be taken from the joint session 
and given to the people of the State, and by it 
the party now in the majority hope to sweep 
every ottice into their own hands. 

The Governor's veto would alao be made 
more effectual by thenew Constitution, by mak- 
ing @ two-thirds vote necessary to override it, 
when now & majority vote is a!l thatis needed, 
The only trouble is that the Democrats,in grasp- 
ing forso much, may. lose all. They have dis- 
cussions upon the Werts liquor bill, whish re- 
peals the local option bill of last Winter, that 
seem to grow wider as time progresses. Instead 
of having last week's racalcitrants 1n line, it is 
said that they are further from voting for it 
now than they were then, and Senator Edwards, 
the Democratic leader, dured not bring the 
measure up in the Senate to-night. 

The Democratic gerrymander of legislative 
districts, which mskes a rainbow district in Es- 
sex, having 5,000 Republican majority, and a 
boot in Hudson County with a decidedly long 
toe, Was reported favorably by the same Senate 
committee which has the Werts repealer, show- 
ing harmony uponevery party measure except 
the liquor question, 

Mr. Feeney and Speaker Hudspeth indulged 
in a few personal remarks when the latter’s 
bill providing that Jersey City could borrow 
money with whieh to light its streets came up. 
Mr. Feeney asked for delay, saying he had 
never seen the bill until to-night. The Speaker, 
taking the floor, asked Mr. Feeney in a tone in- 
sinuating that he had, if he had not asked him 
to till in the amount left blank in it. Mr. Feeney 
angrily retorted: “‘No, I never did, and the 
Speaker knows I never did, and it should be 
beneath him to insinuate anything that is not 
true.’’ 

Another bill was introduced providing that 
the Governor offer a trephy to be competed for 
by ritle teams from the United States Army and 
every Stute and Territory at the annual en- 
campment at Sea Girt next August. A third 
measure abolishes the Boards of Freeholders in 
couaties and provides that three persons shall 
be elected by each county by a majority vote of 
such county te conduct its affairs, 





GEN. HARRISON S SIRATEGY. 


TO REMOVE HIS GREAT RIVAL FROM 
THE NEXT PRESIDENTIAL RACE, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 25.—While Judge Gresham 
was in Indianapolis last week a reconciliation 
teok place between him and Gen. Harrison, 
which will have avery important political effeot, 
especiallyin Indiana. In consequence of this 
recenciliation Judge Gresham, upon the first 
Vacancy, will be nominated to the Supreme 
Bench of the United States. It is understood 
that both Mr. Justice Miller and Mr, Justice 
Bradley, who have for some time been entitled 
to retire upon their pensions, will doso very 
soon after Gen. Harrison’s inauguration. They 
would not retire while Mr. Cleveland was in the 
White House because he would certainiy have 
appointed Democrsts in their places. Now 
they will have the gratification of being suc- 
ceeded by Kepublicans. 

In consequenee of this reconciliation between 
Gen. Harrison and Judge Gresham, Judge 
Woods, who disgraced himself by his tergiversa- 
tion in the Dudley prosecution, will be disap- 
pointed ip his aspirations for the Supreme 
Bench. He has been informed of what is con- 
templated, and acquiesces with more or less 
grace, being placated by the promise of the 
United states Circuit Judgeship which Judge 
Gresham uow helds..The appointment of Judge 
Gresham to the United States Supreme Beneh 
will be a great ptece of political strategy on the 
part of Gen. Hartison, and is so regarded by the 
few close friends of the General whe know of 
what has been done. It removes Gen. Har- 
rison’s great rival in Indians for the Presiden- 
tial race in 1892. It utterly wipes out the 
Gresham faction and makes the Republicans of 
Indiana much more unite’. No Justice of the 
Supreme Beneh can nowadays bave anything to 
do with polities; that high place must be the 
goal of his ambition.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22, 1889. 

His Excellency E. C. Burleigh, Governor of Maine: 

Dak Sik: I hereby resign my position as a mem- 
ber of the delegation to represent Maine at the cen- 
tennial of the inauguration of George Washington 
as President of the United States. I respectfully 
request that you will fill my place as promptly as 18 
consistent with the selection of a man who will be 
certain to disekarge the duties required of him and 
be present in New-York at the appointed ‘time. 
Very respectfully yours, JAMES G. BLAINE. 

Gov. Burleigh has appointed ex-Gov. Connor, 
who has been Acting Chairman in the absence 
of Mr. Blaine, as Chairman of the Maine Com- 
missioners.

FRITTERING AWAY TIME 


‘FPILIBUSTERING IN THE LASI 
WEEK OF CONGRESS. 
“LITTLE HOPE FOR ANY MEASURES EX- 
CEPT APPROPRIATION BILLS—MR. 


BLAINE’S PRELIMINARY WORK. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25,—Instead of engaging 
in acontest over Mr. Randali’s resolution to 
take up the bill to repeal the tobacco tax the 
House to-day devoted the time to filibustering. 
The day was the first of the six set apart by the 
rules for the use of any member who can get an 
opportunity to have the rules suspended to 
Pass measures not reached in the reguiar 
course. It was District of Columbia day, but no 
one had any idea that the District would be at 
all benefited by it, unless benefit may be said 
‘to be gained by neglect to legislate. The Dem- 
ocrats who are in favor of general tariff reduc- 
tion and opposed to the Republican plan of re- 
ducing the internal revenue tax so that the cus- 
toms tariff need not be touched are determined 
that there shall be no chance offered to Mr. Ran- 


dall to e6arry out a plan that loeks like the re- 
asst of an agreement with tne high-tariif Repub- 
cans, 

Opportunity was found to swear in Mr. C, F. 
Booker, the member just elected from the 
Fourth Missouri District to suceeed James N. 
Burnes, deceased, and then began a long, tedi- 
ous, and fruitiess strugygle between the Demo- 
crates and the Republicans over the motion to 
take up the Sullivan-Felton contested election 
case. Mr. Felton, Republican, is eceupying a 
seat as member from the Fifth California Dis- 
trict. Mr. Sullivan, who disputes Mr. Felton’s 
right to the seat, has been awarded the place 
by the Coramittee on Elections. The difficulty 
of getting a full attendance promises to prevent 
the Democrats from securing the adoption of 
the report. If seated, Mr. Sullivan will get the 
pay of a member for two years. Mr. Felten has 
already collected the salary for the two years 
he has secured, and both will eventually have 
their counse) fees paid. Motions for revess, for 
adjournment, calls ef the House, and other 
parliamentary expedients for avoiding decisive 
followed. At ome point, when the Re- 
publicans desired te break a quorum by not 
yoting, they were assisted by Mr. Randall, who 
naturally followed Mr. Reed’s command and 
shouted across the House: ‘* Don’t vote.” By 
4 o'clock there had been 11 calls of the roll, and 
in each case the House had insisted upon a de- 
tailed statement, so that the voices of the read- 
ing clerks became hvarse and they gave indica- 
tions of probabie total failure. 

Mr. Mills expects to see Mr. Randall make an 
effort to-morrow to get up his Tobaeco bill. The 
attem pt will be watched and prevented by re- 
sort to every parliamentary wexpedient. If the 
proposition is made to take up the Defleicuc 
Apprepriation bill that will not be obstructed, 
but no chance will be given for anything but 
Appropriation bills and conference reports. 
There have been no arrangements made for night 
sessions, but it is probable that the day sessions 
will be continued with recesses. Saturday will 
begin a legislative day that will eontinue until 
Monday at noon, as Sunday, March 3, cannot 
be recognized as a legislative day, and the Cun- 
gress Will expire, under the law, March 3. 





There has been & cessation af Cabinet-m aking 
speculations here during the last few days, but 
when Gen. Harrison arrives to-morrow it is pre- 


dicted by Republicans that he will be besieged 
by a crowd of advisers who are not quite satis- 
tied with the bulletins from Indianapolis. Gen. 
Harrison will undoubtedly hear a good deal 
more about Minnesota’s indifference to Mr. 
Windom than he has been twid at home. 
If he desires to change the latest 
slate and to get some one to take the position 
ot Secretary of Agriculture in piace of ex-Sena- 
tor Warner Miller, he ean bave Mr. Cassius M, 
Clay of Kentucky, who would gladly aceept the 
new Cabinet office, although it does not carry 
with it the succession to the Presidency. Judge 
Ewory Speer, whois helding a life oftice, would, 
it 18 understood, give it up if Gen. Harrison 
should intimate his desire to have a Geor- 
gian as Attorney-General. Some of the West- 
ern opponents of Mr. Windom understand that 
Mr. Thomas ©. Platt has not abandoned his de- 
termination to be a member df the Cabinet, but 
that he bas postponed making his most serious 
assault upon the President-elect until his ar- 
rival here, If this is Mr. Platt’s purpaese, it will 
probabl be made apparent soon after 
Gen. araison has occupied the comfort- 
able quarters arranged for him at the 
Arlington. Mr. Platt always stops at 
that house when in Washington, and he 
woul! undoubtedly find 1t easier to get at Gen. 
Harrison here and to accomplish more in a 
short time than be could have expected to do 
at Indianapolis. Gen. Harrison is represented 
as having had a hard time of itathome. If he 
has, he ought to be prepared for a change—not 
for the better, but for the worse. The patriots 
are awaiting him with advice and requests, and 
he will find them anxious to give pilentifully 
of one and to receive cheerfully in response to 
the others. 


° “¥ 
None of Mr. Blaine’s friends have had any 
doubt, since he came to Washington, that he 
was to be Secretary of State. No one who has 


seen Mr. Blaine, as he has gone about the city, 
or taiked with his Gallers, has regarded the 
intimations that his heaith was preearious, or 
thatit would prevent him from accepting the 
duties ef Secretary of State. He looks extremely 
well, and he is very busy. No man in office in 
this city has more callers, probably, than Mr. 
Blaine. At the same time that he is listening to 
the applications of patriots who bear in mind 
thestory abeut the rewards of the early bird, 
he is pushing the work on the house he has 
rented, and upon which the builders are already 
busy. 

Mr. Blaine bas already begun his work as 
Secretary of State, and only waits for Mr. Bay- 
urd to move out of the State Department before 
occupying the Secretary’s office, His old Ay 
vate secretary, Mr. Sherman, who assisted Mr. 
Blaine all threugh the campaign of 1884, and 
who has retained his place in the consular di- 
vision of the State Department right through 
Mr. Bayard’s administration, has resumed his 
service with Mr. Blaine. It 18 underetvod that 
one of the first ehanges made in the depart- 
ment will be the retirement of Mr. J. Feemen 
Lee, the chief clerk, and the restoration of Mr.

The report coming froma Republican source

The Elections Committee’s resolution for an 
investigation of the State election in Leuisiana 
in April, 1888, and an inquiry as to whether 


that State has a republican form of govern- 
Ment stands a poor chance of getting through 
the Senate before March 4, There is no limit to 
debate on such a measure in the Senate, and 
the Democrats can very easily oceupy the rest 
of the session in talking on the resolution. The 
Republican Senators are well aware of the fact 
that the resolution cannot’ pass now with- 
out the consent of the Democrats that 
a vote shall be taken. This was frankly 
conceded when the Republicans went into 
caucus this morning to discuss what should be 
done for the rest ef the session, and there was 
a good deal of a scramble among the Sena- 
tors who wanted to have certain bills put 
through before the end of Congress. It waa de- 
cided to keep the Eleetions Committee’s report 
in its present place, at the head of subjects to 
be taken up In the Senate, and to press it to a 
vote as early as possible. But as no good 
would follow from barring out all other 
legislation, it was agreed that various 
Indian and Commerce Committee meas- 
ures should be taken up =in_ addi- 
tien to the regular appropriation bills, and 
Mr. Cillom was informed thathe might get a 
hearing for the bill to organize the Territory of 
Oklahoma. The Democratic Senators have no 
fault to find with this programme, fer it is a 
virtual abandonment of the Louisiana resolu- 
tion, to which they are bitterly opposed. ‘They 
expect also the courtesy of being invited to 
suggest some measures which they wish to 
have acted upon this week, as they can upset 
the Republican arrangement if they are not 
pe gh proper attention in making up the order 
‘of business,

offieers on some of the new vessels of the navy 


was muon talked of at the Navy Department. 
The quarters on board the Ohicago are consid- 
ered particularly objectionable. As originahy 
designed, the accommodations for the ward 
room and steerage ofiicers were unusdall 

ample, but the quarters for the Admiral an 

the Captain had been so arranged that the only 
access to their offices, which were situated in 
the stern of the vessel, was 7 passing through 
‘the cabins. So much of the stern of 
the vessel is occupied by the two five-inch guns 
that, in order to arrange tileir cabine as they 
should be, with the baths joining the state- 
-rooms and the offices forward instead of aft.the 
cabins, it was necessary to fice four rooms, 
each intended to accommodate two ward room 
officers. This in turn made it necessary for 
these eight officers to seek accommodations tn 
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the steerage, and one-half of the steerage was 
givén uptothem, This leaves forthe steerage 
officers a single narrow room, with barely 
Bpace fora long table and hinged seats along 
the sides. 

Two suggestions have been made for remedy- 
ing this dithoulty. One is to reduce the number 
of steerage ofiisers in the vessel’s complement 
80 that they can be accommodated in this small 
space, and the other is tu give the steerage olli- 
cers the after orlop to sleep in, and allow them 
to use the present steerage for a messroom. 
The young officers are disposed to find fault 
with this arrangement, as they would be apt to 
find the orlop very oppressive in a southern 
latitude, as it is beneath the ward room deck, 
and when the blowers are not running is only 
ventilated through the hatchway. I[t is com- 
medious, however, and well lighted by elec- 
tricity. 

Chief Naval Constructor Wilson, speaking of 
the complaints of the younger officers to-day, 
sald: “Everything possibie is beimg done on 
board the new vessels to make the quarters for 
all the officers comfortable. The aim kept con- 


: Stantly in view, howerer, isto make the best 


possible fighting machines of the new vessels, 
and for this purpose everything has had to give 
way to the increased space needed for powerful 
engines, coal bunkers, electric light plaut, tor- 
pedo apparatus, and powerfularmaments. The 
result is that all the officers must getalong with 
contracted quarters.” Commodore Wilson did 
net think the complaint that the quarters of the 
Admiral and Captain had not been contracted in 
proportion to those of the other officers was just, 
as they are the writing ofticers of the ship and 
must necessarily have more room, sod they are 
also expected to entertain foreign officers and 
other visitors on board the vessel and must 
have apartments large enough for this purpose, 

Ip vessels of the Yorktown and Vesuvius 
types the lines are made so sharpfor the pur- 
pose of securing increase speed, as to very 
much cramp the quarters of the officers of all 
grades. Mr. Charies Cramp of the firm of Cramp 
& Sons, who was at the Navy Department to- 
day, in speaking of the cramped quarters on 
board the Yorktown, said: ‘The best that 
could possibly be done was done for the quar- 
ters on that veasel. In all my experience as a 
ship builder [donot remember ever to have 
seen # Vessel that hadso much of everything on 
board herasthe Yorktown. When the Baltimore, 
the Newark, aud the Philadelphia are eomplet- 
ed, however, there will be more room and every 
body will be satistied. The Bureau of Con- 
etruction and Repatiris contemplating making an 
innovation in the plans for the officers’ quarters 
on the new 2,000-ton vessels that are now being 
designed by which the wardreom and the steer- 
age will change places and the wardroom will 
be forward of the steerage, This will give 
‘Youch wider quarters for the wardroom oflicers, 
and the steerage accommodations will be much 
better than in any of the other new ships. The 
entrance to the steerage will De through the tor- 
pedo-manipulating room.

GEN. HARRISON'S JOURNEY 


GREETED WI1H CHEERS, 
WHISTLES, AND CANNON. 
PROGRESS OF THE PRESIDENT-ELECT 

TOWARD WASHINGTON — @REATLY 


AFFECTED ON LEAVING HOME, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 25.—The long-sustained 
and almost feverish political excitement that 
began here last June, when a thousand shout- 
ing Hoosiers went to Chicago to show what 
earnestness, enthusiasm, and confidence in 
the cause they pleaded couid do toward affeet- 
ing the nomination of Benjamin Harrison for 
President of the United States, was ended this 
afternoon by the departure for Washington of 
that chosen representative of Indiana and the 
dominant party of the eountry as well. In his 
Speech at the St. Louis Convention, Senator 
Voorhees said that just as Belgium was the 
battlefield of all Europe,so Indiana was the 
political battlefield of the United States. It 
certainly was from shortly after that utterance 
was made until the final conflict in November, 
and since then the Hoosier capital has been no 
less the scene of political conflicts, not carried 
on in public speeches, great gatherings, and 
imposing street demonstrations of ?the rival 
parties, but in the ranks of the one party in 
private rooms, in the hotels, andin the library 
of the man who sat sphinx-like and listened to 
all that was said, but answered not in turn. 
With Harrison’s departure to-day the contest 
was removed from Indianapolis to Washington. 

This has been a busy day at the unpreten- 
tious hoase occupied by the President-elect on 
Delaware-street. Early this morning the neigh- 
bors and personal friends of the Harrisons be- 
gan flocking in to pay their respects for the last 
time, Servants hurried about, packing up, car- 
rying trunks, vValises, and bundles to the 
wagons, while even before breakfast a hundred 
or more curious people shivered out in the cold 
in front ofthe house, and were rewarded for 
their persistence only by secing the comers and 
goers. 

Gen. Harrison and the family arose early so 
as to make the final preparations for their de- 
parture. The General walked down town to 
his oftiice, talked with his partners a few min- 
utes, got some private papers, and then hurried 
back home. He chatted with the callers who 
dropped in for an hour, and at 10 o’clock the 
last delegation which he received here came. 
They were representatives of the Commercial 
Travelers’ Republican Club of Chieago, and 
they came to present him with a particularly 
gorgeous and elaborate seal traveliug sachel, 
with a gold frame, linea with Russia leather 
and pale blue satin, and containing various 
toilet articles, among which was a silver flask. 
The General laughed as he remarked that he 
guessed that would be large enough for his use, 
but Mrs. MeKee at once announced thatit 
would be diverted from !ts intended purpose 
and used to carry milk for Benjamin Harrison 
MeKee, the sturdy youngster to whose whims 
his grandfather pays more attention than he is 
likely to do to those of the Plumed Knight or 
anybody else. The sachel was given and re- 
ceived without speeches aud the delegation was 
dismissed. 

As they went out an aged colored man, who 
might have passed for the original ** Uncle Tom” 
or **Oid Black Joe,” came lumbering into the 
house with a cumbersome device which his own 
hands had fashioned and which was intended to 
be eymbolic of the political career of the Har- 
risons. It was original in conception, but the 
execution had been faulty and it really did not 
represent anything or anybody. But the grin 
never left the old man’s face as he explained it. 
It made a sudden appearance on the faces of 
everybody else in the house, however, when he 
broke out in a sung, the words of which he had 
written to commemorate the General’s depart- 
ure. The tane was “Auld Lang Syne,’”’ and the 
old man saug long and loud, 

By this time the house was packed, and the 
crowd in front of the deor numbered nearly a 
thousand people. It was 2:30 o’clock when the 
party left the house for the station. The first 
carriage was occupied by Gen. Harrison, Gov. 
Hovey. and William H. English; the second by 
Lieut.-Gov. Chase, Mayor Denny and William 
Henderson; the third by Albert Gall, Jadge 
Jonn N, Scott, and Private Secretary Halford; 
the fourth by Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. Lord, and R. 
8. McKee; the fifth by Mrs. R. 8. MoKee and 
children and Mrs. Judge Scott. Without delay 
the party, followed by half a hundred earriages 
of friends, drove down town. At the Denison 
House they were met by all the Grand Army 
posts of the eity, various civic societies, ana, 
strangely enough, the Democratic Legislature, 
which had adjourned in honor of the event. 
All along the line of march the streets were 
thronged with people who cheered until they 
were hoarse, while from the balconies and 
windows hundreds of ladies waved handker- 
chiefs and flags. 


At the station there were fully 10,000 people, 
and the police bad aimosé to fight them back se 
that the party could get through. With sueha 
crowd, and in such a place, speechmaking was 
out of the question, and Gey. Hovey’s eratorical 
effort, Which bad evidently been carefully pre- 
pared, was wasted. There was something like 
order, however, when Gen. Harrison, standing 
on the car, drew two large sheets of manuscript 
from his pocket and read from it as follows: 

MY GOOD FRIENDS AND NRBIGHBORS: I eannot 
trust myself to put in words what I feel at this 
time. Every kind thought that is in your minds 
and every good wish that isin pone hearts for me 
finds its responsive wish and thought in my mind 
and heart for each of you. I[ love thig city. It has 
been my one cherishei home. Twice before I have 
left it to discharge public duties, and returned to it 
with gladness, as I hope to do again. Itisacity on 
whose streets the pompous displays of wealth are 
not seen. Itistfulloft pleasant homes, and in those 
homes there is an unusual store of contentment. 
Vhe memory of your favor and kindness will abide 
with me, and my strong desire te hold your respect 
and confidence will strengthen mein the discharge 
of my new and responsible duties. 

Let me say farewell to all my Indiana friends. 
For the puvlic honors that have come to me { am 
their gratefuldebtor. They have made the debt so 
large that I car never discharge it. There is a great 
sense of loneliness in the discharge of high public 
duties. The moment of deeision is one of isolation. 
Bat there is one whose help comes even into the 
guiet chamber of judgment, and to His wise and 
unfailing guidance [ wilt look for direction and 
safety. My family unite with me in grateful 
thanks for this cordial good-bye, and with me wish 
that these years of separation may be full of peace 
and happiness for each of you. 

There were cheers when he had finished and 
gone into the car, against a window of which 
Baby McWKee’s fingers were making grotesque 
images. Gen. Harrison looked pale and care- 
worn, like a man who was completely tired out. 
Fer the first time during all this annoyance to 
which he has been subjected he waa visibly af- 
fected, and his voiee trembled as he spoke. 
Inside the car 20 or more ladies were bidding 
Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. McKee good-bye, and 
there was much kissing and not a little shedding 
of tears.. Itdid notappearto be a joyous or 
hilarious occasion for anybody. 

The Presidential party ineluded Gen. and Mrs, 
Harrison, Mr. and Mrs. MoKee and two babies, 
Russell Harrison, wife, and child; Mrs. Lord, 
Mrs. Harrison’s sister; Mra. Eaton, Gen. Har- 
rison’s sister; ex-Senator Saunders and wife of 
Nebraska, parents of Mra. Russell Harrison; 
Mr. W. H. H. Miller, Mr. J. N. Huston, Private 
Secretary Halford, Official Stenographer frank 
Tibbetts, wife, and child, amd Miss Sanger, pri- 
vate stenographer. A special Pullman car for 
the representatives of the press aceompanied 
the train also.* President Roberts’s private car, 
which was specially reserved for the party, was 
very gorgeously adorned. The air was heavy 
with the perfume of flowers, which were scat- 
tered abont it, the gifts of friends. 

The train left the statien at 3 o’olock, guarded 
by five of the Pennsylvania Company’s detecs- 
ives and preceded and followed by extra en- 
gines. 

CoLumBous, Ohio, Feb. 25.—Up to his arrival 
at Columbus, Gen. Harrison has had a pleasant 
journey, applauded everywhere by enthusiastie 
crowds. At every considerable place cannen 
were fired, whistles were blown, the natural 
gas flared, and all the people cheered until they 
were hoarse. 

It has been a great mistake to say that Gen, 
Harrisen is a cold man. No one could pelieve it 
who saw him to-day as he entered the train to 
leave Indianapolis. His eyes glistened and 
tears relled down his oheeksa. Gen. Lew Wal- 
lace, who called upen him at noon, found him 
broken with emotion. “No one knows,” said 
he, “‘what pangsI feelin leaving my old home 
aod the people with whom 1 have always 
lived.” 

@en. Harrison has spoken three times since he 
left Indianapolis; at Knightstown, where the 
Soldiers’ Orphan’s Home is situated; at Rich- 
mond, and here at Columbus. In each of these 
he spoke mainly of hie love forhis home and his 
regret at leaving it. His emotion was real and 
could not be restrained, and it communicated 
itself to his hearers. He was cheered, but the 
women cried. At Riehmond one of the colored 
women pressed forward and caught hold of his 
coat, “ Thank God I have touched him! thank 
Goa L touched him!” she shouted. This was the 
only time Gen. Harrison laughed this afternoon. 

At Piqua, Ohio, Gov. Foraker and Mrs. For- 
aker got aboard and rode with Gen. Harrison 
and hia party to Columbus. At Columbus there 
was an immense crewd, about as large as the 
crewd which bade Gen. Harriseun farewell at 
Indtanapolia. 

When Knightstown was reached the train 
stopped for amoment. A crowd of 500 or 600

As the cheers died 
away Gen. Harrison said: 

“My friends, I thank you for this cordial gather- 
ing and demenstration. I can detain the train but 
a moment, and I only Gel at the request of the 
Superintendent of the Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home, so 
that the children might have an opportunity to see 
me and that I might wish them the bright and pros- 
perous futnre which the sacrifiees. of their fathers 
won for them. I bid you farewell.’’ 


Richmond was reached at 5:02 P, M. The 
run from indianapolis, 68 miles, was made in 
one hour and forty-two minutes, including the 
numerous stops, and in spite of a hot box on 
the car Maywood. Fully 4,000 people were as- 
sembled at the station, and the crowd was yery 
demenstrative, cheering to the top of their 
voices, while the cannon boomed and the 
whistles blew, making a din that was deafening. 
Gen. and Mrs. Harrison appeared on the rear 
platform of their car, and were greeted by a 
migaty shout from the crowd, which was avery 
nolsy one, Finally, when the tumult had par- 
tially subsided, Gen. Harrison spoke as follows: 

“My friends, I have so leng had my homeamong 
om that I cannot but feel a senseef regret in leav- 
ng the soilof Indiana. I go with a deep sense of 
inadequacy, but Iam sure you will be patient with» 
my mistakes, and thatyou willgive me ps help as 
citizens. (Cheers and cries of “We will !”) In my 
efforts to promote the best interests of our people 
and the honor of the nation we love, [cheers,) I 
thank you for this cordial greeting:’’ (Cheers. } 

The demonstration at Columbus assumed un- 
usual proportions. At leastone-tifth of the cap- 
ital’s 100,000 population wasin the vieinity of 
the station at the time the train arrived. The 
booming of cannon and the din of brass 
musio, drum corps, and yells greeted the 
Presidential train as it moved into the sta- 
tion. It required a large force of P peer ser to. 
open the way for the engine. he scramble 
then began. The crowd — jammed, and 
awayed in a selia mass. The train pulled pretty 
well througb the station before stopping, and 
the people were trying to Keep up and rushed 
madly over each other. A large number of 
ladies were in the crowd and many ef them 
were injured, as the apparently maddened 
crowd showed no respect for any one, 





WASHINGTON GETTING READY. 


PREPARING FOR HARRISON’S RECEPTION 
AND THE INAUGURATION. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Gen. Harrisen and his 
traveling companions will arrive here to-mor- 
row afternoon about 2o’slock, it is expected, 
and, the announcement having been made in all 
the papers, it is altogether probable that the 
party from Indianapolis will be greeted on ar- 
riving by a large crowd. Gen. Garfleld reached 
this city very early when he came from Newton 
to be inaugurated, and there were scarcely a 
hundred persons, besides the members of the 
Reception Committee, awaiting his ceming. 
President Cleveland alsoarrived so early that 


the Reception Committee missed him, and he 
was allowed to reach the Arlington Hotel al- 
most unobserved. Mr. Garfield stopped at the 
Riggs House during the few days between his 
arrival and the inauguration. 

Gen. Harrison, like President Cleveland, will 
go to the Arlington. Mr. Roessle has made 
prodigious efforts to provide the President-eleet 
with handsome quarters. Four rooms on the 
second floorof the main building have been set 
apart for his use. The rooms are a parior, ain- 
lng room, bedroom, and smoking or consulting 
room. The parlor is furnished in several colors, 
plush and rich lace drapings giving the room a 
warm, comfortable effect. A piano stands in 
one corner, and the room Js filled with comfert- 
able ehairs and pretty tables. The smoking 
room is just large enough tor two, or perhaps 
three, if the third man 1s not very large, and the 
apartment is provided with leather armehairs. 
The dining room is bright and chvery, the furni- 
ture being of oak. The bedroom pieces are of 
mahogany. The rooms are very conveniontly 
situated, 

The preparations for the parade and the mode 
of erecting platforms and baleonies took a new 
start this morning. Heretofore there have been 
many such structures pus up by storekeepers 
and others, but the indications are that the 
number will be much larger than ever before, 
and that most of the stands will be made com- 
modious. The papers publish long lists of per- 
sons Who have received permits from the Dis- 
trict authorities to ereet these temporary plat- 
forms before their shops, and in some instances 
the structures occupy a large portion of the 
sidewalk a front of the premises upon which 
they are built. 

Col. Barrett, one of the loval Committee of Ar- 
rangements, has received a letter from a lady 
at Sykesville, Md., requesting that the ‘“Inau- 
gural Grand March,” composed by Miss Susanna 
Warfield, and played by the Marine Band dur- 
ing the inauguration ceremonies of William 
Henry Harrison in 1841, be again played dur- 
ing the ceremonies of next week. Miss Warfield 
is now 95 years ef age, and she would be highly 
gratified to know that the musie composed by 
herin hoporof the first Harrison would be 
heard also in the inaugural ceremonies of his 
grandson. A copy of Miss Warfield’s march was 
sent recently to Mrs. Harrison at Indianapolis, 
and it is understood she wrote to the committee 
here requesting thatit be played on Monday 
next. Col. Barrett will refer the matter to the 
proper committee, 

The Commissioners of the District have made 
arrangements to ropein the roadway of Penn- 
sylvania-avenue from First-street to Seven- 
teenth-street, 80 as te keep spectators on the 
sidewalk ana eff the line of march.

THE REPORT ON THE ASSEM- 
BLY CEILING FRAUD. 
THE INVESTIGATION STOPPED JUST AS 

THE COMMITTEE GRASPED THE 


CLUE TO THE REAL FACTS. 

ALBANY, Feb. 25.—The Appropriations Com- 
mnittee that has been investigating the ceiling 
Scandal snapped in a report to-night which 
threw the Assembly into minglea feelings ef 
rage and astenishment. There had been 
rumors all day that such a step was contem- 
Dilated, but no one outside of the committee be- 
lieved it. An unusually large number of peo- 
ple was attracted te the chamber in expectation 
of a speetacular display. 

The developments to-night emphasize the 
suspicion that the committee, in the examina- 
tion of the books of Sullivan and Snaitb, had 
struck the clue of some agent more potential 
than Superintendent Andrews or Contraetor 
Bnaith. The haste of the committee im elosing 
up the investigation when it was on the vergs of 
great developments is certainly inexplicable. 





It was only on Saturday that the  fifty- 
four-thousand-dollar disrepancy was  dis- 
eovered in Mr. Snaith’s books. 'ro- 


night the House was to discuss the Crosby 
resolution to employ De Laneey Nicoll and 
Elihu Root as sounsel to the committee. To- 
merrow Contractor Snaith was to produce his 
‘books and explain his numerous items in the 
work to the committee, and in the face of all 


this the committee suddenly takes to its heels 
and winds up the whole atfair without probing 
the fifty-four-thousand-dollar discrepency in 
Snaith’s boeks, without examining his banx ac- 
count or Sullivan’s bank accoant or Superin- 
tendent Andrewa’s bank account, without ro- 
calling Architect Rowe and confronting him 
with the contradietery evidence of Mesars. An- 
drews and Snaith, and extractin: explanations 
from him of the wide discre;..nocies between 
many of his statements and those of other wit- 
nesses. As one member put it: “Tne commit- 
tee opened the door to important revelations 
and elosed it with apparent affright withous 
bringing out what was on the other side.” 

The reading of the répert produced a veri- 
table sensation. Messrs. Sheehan and Gallup, 
the two members of the Ceiling Committee who 
have felt that the absence ef the former from 
the first mecting of the committee on June 18 
and the dissent of the latter in the matter of 
advertising the bids relieved them to ascertain 
extent from the charge of culpable negligence, 
became perfectly livid with indignation as the 
revert went on, eharging the Legislature of 
1888 with the responsibility ef putting the 
work in the hands of an incompetent janitor 
and an inexperienced committee, charging the 
Ceiling Committee with gross carelessness, and 
criticising it fer voting extra compensation to 
Andrews, for not meeting from time to time, 
and for not employing a proper architect. 

The report, which is signed by every member 
of the committee, after reciting the reeolutions 
under whieh the investigation was made says: 


In aceordance with the first resolution, this eom- 
mittee has heretofore reported to the House that 
they had selected Prof. H. Chester of Hamiiton Col- 
lege as ehemist, Archimedes Russell of Syracuse as 
architect, and /Charles B. Brush of New-Yor« as 
eivilengineer, and, by @ resolution of the House, 
Stanfora White was added to said committee of ex- 
perts, and the House approved of the selection 
named. The questions embraced in the resolutions 
of Jan. 30 were submitted by us to the committee 
of experts, and their report thereon has been here- 
tofore presented to the House and is hereby 
adopted by us and made partof this, eur report. 

Upon the remaining question submitted to us we 
have to say, first, that as to the manner in which the 
contract for the construction of the Assembly cetl- 
ing was drawn up and let, the evidence clearly 
shows that on the 13th of June, the day when the 
colamittee tirst met for the purpose of taking up 
the subject, there wereinthe handsof Superin- 
tendent Martin three bids, as follows: One made by 
Hugnes Brothers of Syracuse in the sum of $286,- 
436, one from the Hilton Bridge Company for the 
gum of $264,500, and one from John Snaita for the 
sum of $270,159. 

These bids were in the hands ef Mr. Andrews 
Sealed, but were not opened at the meeting of tle 
committees upon that date. That committee did net 
organize, but adjourned to meet again on the 25th 
of June, directing the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings in the meantime to advertise for pro- 
posals, to be presented on or befure June 25, in the 
Albany Evening Journal, Albany Argus, and Al- 
bany Morning Exzprese. 

On the 25th of June the committee again met, all 
being present, and it was then found that two ad- 
ditional bids had been received, as follows: One 
from Cranford & Valentine for $278,552, and one 
from Sullivan & Ehlers for $273,566 50. And the 
evidence also discloses that an additional bid lad 
Deen received from John H. Moouey for the sum of 
$286,34u, dated June 18, but your committee are 
unable to determine whether said bia was in the 
hands of the Superintendent on the 18th or uot. 

AS to these bids the committee call attention to 
the fact that the bid of Hughes Hrothers while, so 
far as we have been able to determine, honestly 
made, yet exeeeded the appropriation made by the 
Legislature for the work, and therefore could not 
legally have been considered by the committee. 
The same is true of the bid ot J. H. Mooney. except 
that your committee are thoroughly satisfied that 
this bid was not made in good faith. 

The bid of Cranford & Valentine, aithough within 
the appropriation, was received not earlier than the 
25th, while the advertisement for proposals re- 
quired them to be in the hands of the Saperintend- 
ent on the 234d. ene 

The bid of Sullivan & Ehlers, while within the 
appropriation, and aiso within tue time, le yet char- 
acterized somewhat by the contidential relations 
shown to have existed between Superintendens 
Andrews and Messrs. Snaith and Sullivan, and 
also, in view of alterations in the books of Mr. 
Snaith, in odr judgment, is open to very serious 
suspicion. : 

The bid of the Hilton Bridge Company, of which 
State Engineer Sweet is President, te our mind 
was an honest bid, within the appropriation, and 
was considered by the committee, who were cem- 
pelled under the act to let the contract to the low- 
est bidder. The bid of the Hilton Bridge Company, 
however, appeared to have been based upon plans 
and specifications which had been drawn by Com- 
missioner Perry after consultation with him prior 
to the a of the act making the appropriation, 
and undoubtedly contempiated the erection of a dif- 
ferent and more expensive ceiling than that speci- 
fied in the specifications attached to the contract. 

Each of these bidders has appeared as a witness, 
and with the exception of J. H. Mooney they have 
testified that they saw the specifications aysached 
to the contract, and. with the exception of Sweet, 
each had his attention called to the alternative 
clause permitting the use of paper-maché or oak, 
Sweet’s testimony being that while he casually 
read the specifications he had in mind the plans of 
Commissioner Perry, and therefore dia not notice 
whether the said alternative clause was in the 
specifications or not. These bids were all opened in 
the presence of the committee and Superintendent 
Andrews on the 25th day of June, amd the 
committee, with the exception of Mr. Gallup, voted 
to let the contract to Snaith, he being the lowest 
bidder. The committee then passed a resolution 
instructing their Chairman, Mr. Cole, to sigm the 
contract on behalf of the State, and, Attorney-Gen- 
eraljTabor having prepared tke contract, 1t was exe- 
euted by Snaith, Superintendent Andrews, and 
Speaker Cole on the 28th day of June, the execu- 
tion of the contract on the partof Mr. Cole on be- 
half of the State having been done in accordauce 
with the advioe of the Attorney-General taat the 
committee had the right to delegate this power to 
hi 


™m. 

The evidence shows that, while the committee in- 
structed the Superintendent to savertise in the 
papers above named for proposals up toand includ- 
ing the 26th, he only advertised for proposals up to 
and including the 23d, in the papers named. 

Second—As to the manuer in which and by whom 
the plans and specifications for such ceiling were 
drawn up, we find that, prior to the pecsane of the 
act making the appropriation for this work, Mr. 
Andrews had procured the services of F. H. James, 
an architect residing in the city ef Albany, who had 
prepared a sketch of a proposed ceiling and made an 
estimate of its probable cost. Commissioner Perry 
had also prepared a sketch of a proposed ceiling, 
and also submitted to that committees an estimate of 
its cost. Subsequent tothe act making the appro- 
priation, Mr. James prepared plans in accordance 
With his sketch, which was substantially the plans 
upon which the contract was awarded. — 

tis admitted by Mr. Andrews that in the prep- 
aration of his plans for the proposed ceiling he con- 
sulied with Sullivan and Snaith, (to whom the con- 
tract was subsequently awarded,) as he claimed, 
with a view of ascertaining the probable cost ef the 
work. Prior to the meetiag of the comuiitree on 
June 18, Arthur Rowe, an architect residing in 
Ithaca, was omployed by Superintendent Anurews, 
and drew the specifications which are attached to 
the contraet of letting. These specifications had 
been copied on a typewriter, and copies of them 
were shown to each bidder on the work, except 
Mooney, as well as to sevaral other persons who 
were examined by us, and who figured upon but 
did net bid ior the work. We tind that these 
specifications all contained an aiternative clause, 
permitting papier-maché or oak to be used in the 
vemnareetien of the ceiling, and that they were not 
altered or changed by apy persons. The plans sub- 
mitted at the time of the receiving of bids on the 
work we find were subsequentiy altered and 
changed by Rowe, with the approval and eonsent of 
Superintendent Andrews, but that no knowledge 
was imparted to the committee of such changes. 
These changes all appear to have been 1 the direc- 
tion of reducing the cost of the work. Amon the 
changes was one permitting the use of 390 pauels in 
the ceiling in place of 760, as originally contem- 
plated,and also @ change in the iron supports for the 
ceiling, which latter change we are satistied was 
found to be necessary after the old ceiling had veen 
removed. Each ofthese changes, in our judgment, 
reduced the cost of the work. : 

The popiet-maché used on the spandre!s we do 
mot ke was fairly warranted by the specitications, 
and ite use was not decided on at the time tle con- 
tract wasawarded. There is no question but that 
ite use in that particular place materially reduced 
the cost of the work. It is claimed vy the con- 
tractor and by Superintendent Andrews that 1% 
‘was impracticable, if not impossible, to have pro- 
eured seasoned oak, or to have seasoned oak of the 
thickness required within the time limited for the 
completion of the contract; but we think the change 
permitting its use ought never to have been made 
without first having consulted the committee asso- 
elated with superintendent Andrews.

mindfolof the fact that the contractors who per. 
formed the work possessed unusual facilities for its 
successful accomplishment. The responsibility for 
all the criticism resting onthe work rests primarily 
on the Legislature of 1388, which placed Re execu. 
tion in the hands of @ confessedly incompetent man, 
and an inexperieneei committee was associated 
jd him to the exclusion of a competent State 
omcer, 

We sreclearly of the opinion that the Ceiling 
Commission, provided for in the act and subse. 
quently appointed, has been guilty of gross care- 
lessness in not giving tothe work that attention 
which the acceptanee of these duties by them re- 
quired. We criticise their acts in voting a compen- 
sation of $3,500 to Mr. Andrews as being an indirect 
violation of the law; and we particularly criticise 
the committee for not meeting together during the 
progress ef the werk trom time to time. We aiso 
cri‘icise them for their approval of the selection by 
Superintendent Andrews of an architect inexpe- 
riencedin work of that magnitude. We severe- 
ly criticise Superintendent Andrews for the gross- 
est carelessness and negligence in not proper- 
‘ly supervising the work and insisting upon 
strict compliance with the contract, and 
we censure him for permitting changes in the 
plans and specifications as the work progressed 
Without consultation with the committee with 
whom he was associated. The act under which 
they were proceeding clearly provided that the 
work sheuld be periormed by the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings, and that hse should be under 
the direction of the committee associated with him, 
He has assumed to act in important particulars 
without their direction, and has consented to mate- 
Tial changes in the plans, materially syn J the 
cost of the work, without even their knowledge. 
We criticise him severely for his violation of the 
direction of the committee directing the advertise- 
ment for proposals for the proposed work to be 

ublished up to and including June 25, when, in 

act, the advertisement terminated on the 23d, and 

we are of the opinion that both the committee and 
Superintendent Andrews are censurable for not 
giving much more extensive advertisement of the 
proposed letting of the contract, 

We are of the opinion that the Controller of the 
State is guilty of negligence in paying te the con- 
tractor amounts largely in excess of that to which 
he was eutitled by the terme of his contract until 
the work should be finally accepted on the part of 
the State. And whiis under the method under 
which this work was done he was not requiréd ac- 
curately to determine the value of the work per- 
formed or material furnished he was eleariy under 
obligations as disbursing officer of the State to 
know the amounts of money paid under the con- 
tract, and is clearly charged with the duty of re- 
taining in his hands until its final acceptance 20 
per cent. of the contract price. This he has failed 
to do, as there remains in his hands but $40,428 in- 
stead of $54,030, as required by the contract. 

Weare olearly of the opinion that the contract 
has not been specifically performed in many partic- 
ulars, and therefore recommend: 

First—That the Ceiling Committee be instracted 
to retuse acceptance of the work. 

Second—That the Controller be instructed to make 
no further payment under the contract, 4 

Third—We recommend the passage of a bill which 
shall transfer to the Capitol Commissioner the 
powers and duties vested in the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings and the Assembly Ceiling Com- 
mittee by chapter 582 of the Laws of 1883, and 
directing the Capitol Commissioner to compel the 
specitic performance of the contract by the con- 
tractor within 60 dave after the adjournment of the 
present session of the Legislature, and directing 
him also to procure the serviees of the Attorney- 
General of the State if necessary to compel the 
specific performance thereof, and, in the event of a 
failure so to do on the part of the contractor, to 
proceed to enforce the remedy of the State against 
the contractor and his bondsmen. 

The Appropriations Committees alse reported 
the following: 

On Feb, 12 the Legislature passed the following 
resolution: : 

Whereas, It has been charged in the public press 
that asmemberjot this House was olfered a bribe; and 

Whereas, One of the members of this House kas 
publicly admitted aud contessed in this House that 
he was offered a bribe to whitewash the committee 
appointed to erect the Assembly ceiling; and 

Whereas, That member has refused to give the 
name of the briber; therefore be it 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed to 
investigate the matter, with authority to send for 
persons and papers. : 

Said resolution was amended by striking out the 
words, “a eommittee of five.” and inserting in heu 
thereof “the Committee on Appropriationa,” The 
res ution as amended was adopted. 

Your Committee upon Appropriations desire to 
report that in their judgment it 1s a matter of utter 
impropriety to sit in judgment upon themselves for 
the acts of any of their members, and therefore 
recommend that the matters embraced in the fore- 
going resolutions should be referred to some other 
committee, to be named by the House, and that this 
committee be discharged from any further consider- 
ation thereof. - sds

PREVENIING POLLUTIONS IN 
THE ORUTON. 
INVESTIGATION OF THE STATE BOARD 
OF HEALTH AND ITS RECOMMENDA- 

TIONS IN REGARD TO IT. 

ALBANY, Feb. 25.—The ninth annual report of 
the State Board of Health contains a long state- 
ment on the pollution of the Croton reservoir. 
Last year considerable newspaper discussion 
was indulged in regarding the supply from the 
Croton and the manner in which it was pol- 
luted. The public apprehension on this point led 
the Hon, Abram 8. Hewitt as the official head 
of New-York city to make application on the 
13th of June to the State Board of Health for a 
thorough examination to be made into the san- 
itary conditions surrounding the sources of 
supply and storage of the waters transmitted to 
the city of New-York for consumption, and that 
such regulations be framed as would afford the 
largest measure of protection to the inhab- 


itants of the city against the poliution of the 
water, The State Board at once responded to 
this applieation, engaged engineers, and made 
a thorough examination of the watershed, map- 
plng out every source of pollution alfecting the 
Water supply, exhibiting these on elaborate 
maps, and by photographs taken on the spot, 
which latter have been reproduced by phote- 
engraving. , 

The result of this examination appears in an 
exhaustive engimecriug report upon which and 
Upgn all the other information possessed by it 
the State Bourd has formulated certain rules 
for the sanitary protection of the watershed. 
The general principles of the rules are as fol- 
ijows: A marginal zone has been established 
around every lake, pond, or reserveir adjacent 
to every spring, stream, or natural watercourse 
of any kind on the entire watershed and areund 
every tributary. These zones vary in extent. 
From them it is the purpose of the rules to ex- 
clude ali kinds of contamination upon or below 
the surface of the ground. 

Another zone has been established of larger 
dimensions from which it is the purpose to pre- 
vent defilement of the surface soil and sub- 
soil, and restrictions as to the manner of main- 
taining sources of actual or possible pollution 
ogi been made. Realizing that it is im) ossi- 

le to provide for every conceivable condition, 
provision is made for appeal to tne State Board 
tor any modification or change in the rules that 
may be rendered necessary by either topo- 
graphical peculiarities or improvements in 
methods of disposal of all kinds of wastes 
whieh are from time to time made, 

The report eoncludes by saying: 

** That it is a source of regret that the industrial 
interests of the entire watershed are somewhat al- 
tected by this same purpose of excluding oifensive 
to organio matter from the drinking water furnished 
the metropolis; nevertheless it must be regarded as 
akind of offset to the advantage resuiting from 
proximity of such establishments to the great oen- 
tral marts of the country, and it is only just that 
these advantages be attended with corresponding 
obligations and responsibilities, ‘he purity of the 
water supply furnished to the enormous population 
absolutely depenaent upon it for the prescrvation of 
of health in the great city is of vastly greater con- 
sequence than the rivial pecuniary advantage that 
may acerne te the manufacturer by saving the 
expense of properly purifying all elements of pollu- 
tion emanatiag from his establishment.” 

On the subject of discharging raw sewage into 
streams and watercourses the board has a good 
deal to say, as it has been called upon during 
the year auite often to render aid in protecting 
water supplies from pollution. It says: 

“In the performance of our duties we meet on 
every side the popular and widespread belief that if 
the volume of the natural stream into which the 
sewage is discharged be only a few times greater 
than the volume of such sewage, a spontansous 
purification of the rnnnivg water will more or less 
speedily take place, and render the stream suitable 
for alldomestic purposes. The fact is, however, 
abundantly proved that the noxious qualities 
of  poiluted water are not removed by 
a flow of many miles in an_ open chan- 
nel, even though the water: may have become 
thoroughly’ claritied by the complete sedimentation 
of the solids originally held 10 suspension, and, 
hence, also that any stream which is defiled with 
putrescent animal matter, especially such as is de- 
rived from human, beings, caunot safely be em- 
ployed as a source of pte water supply. The 
state Board of Health has accordingly used every 
effort to bring about a more rational method of 
sewage disposal wherever it has been called upon 
to interfere in the interest of the public heaith, and 
in a few instances these efforts have happily been 
attended with some degree of success.” 

Regarding the sanitary condition of the State 
the board’s bulletins show that during 1888 
104,450 deaths were reported in time for inser- 
tion in the bulletin. There were in addition of 
celayed records reported sufticient to bring the 
mortality for the year up to 110,000, The 
death rate for the State from all causes is 


_ Placed at 19.64 per 1,000 of the population 


for the year. The proportion of deaths under 
five years for the past 12 months was 36.5 per 
eent.; for 1885 this was 37.3; for 1886, 38; 
for 1887, 36.3, showing a slight variation year 
by year, and showing a slight diminution for 
the past year, 

The report states that enough weight has not 
been given to the bearing of filth on the propa- 
gation of disease. In the effort to emphasize 
the factor of contagion little is said of this; it 
is even attempted to explain it away. This 
seems ill advised. Isolation is well and disin- 
fection after it. But no disinfection will de- 
stroy all the morbifie principle, The infectious 
agent isremarkably long-lived, of great tenacity 
of existence, and possesses great resistance to 
destructive influences, The appearance of the 
disease should be at once the signal for rectify- 
ing all unsanitary eonditions existing uporm the 
infected premises and even thoseof a mere 
publio character, such as open drains, swampy, 
sewage-saturated places, imperfect drainage, 
and other cenditions of a public sort which are 
not supposed to havo so much bearing as the 
domiciliary conditions spoken of.

THE WINNSR OF 1H8& PENNANT. 
PP OH A 
‘A WELL-CONTESTED ICK YACHT RACE 
WON BY: THE ICICLE. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Feb. 25.—After several days 
of delays and waiting for either wind, boats, or 
ice, the great ice yacht race for the Ice Yacht 
Challenge Pennant of America came off shortly 
after noon to-day. The course was from a line 
off Roosevelt’s Peint nerth to a buoy, thence 
south to a buoy off George Beck’s wharf, and back 
to the starting line, a distance of four miles, and 
it had to be sailed over four times, making 16 
miles in all. 

The raee for the pennant was between the 
Hudson River Club and the. North Shrewsbury 
Club, the latter being represented by the Scud 
only, the owners of whioh have pluckily come 
up here for several years endeavoring to carry 
off the pennant. When the boats were ordered 


into line by Commodore John A. Roosevelt of 
the Regatta Committee, 13 yachts of the Hud- 
son River Club responded, and the big Bcud 
made 14 starters in all. Mr. John A. Roosevelt's 
Icicle won the choiee of position and took the 
last end of the line, and woen all was ready the 
yachts stood with noses to the northwest. 

At this time several hundred people were 
watching the trim, gaunt racers, and every 
yacht carried the club colors. It was really a 
one-man breeze; that is,no yasht eught to have 
been overloaded, but the Scud carried two, and 
some of the others were laden with shot or lead 
in their cockpits to keep them down. Near the 
Regatta Committee stodd Baron Zedlitz, who is 
in the German cavalry stationed near Berlin. 
He has been in the country only three weeks, 
having recently married a niece ot Mr. Fred 
Roosevelt. Next to him stood Henry P. Wells, 
President of the National Rod and Reel Asso- 
ciation; Mr. Chauncy, the well-known yaohts- 
man, aud an elderly man who came 300 miles 
to see an ice yacht race.’ There were also a 
large number of ladies on the ice. 

At 12:30 Commodore Roosevelt gave the 
starting signal, when the winged fliers bere 
away before the wind on the starboard tack, 
and flew along up the river to make the first 
turn, It wasa splendid start,and the people 
cheered with enthusiasm. It was nota “lft- 
ing’ breeze, but ouce in a while there came a 
strong puff, and each yacht, as it felt ite full 
toree, slid away for an instant only to leeward, 
the roar and grinding of their runners being 
heard a long distance. The Reindeer seemed to 
get the best of the start, followed closely by the 
soud, and the hearts of the Hudson River men 
beat fast as they watched the exeellent sailing 
of the Shrewebury boat, fearing thas the pen- 
nant would have to go to Red Bank. 

At the ead of the eighth mileall rushed across 
the line, the Reindeer leading by 10 seconds, 
the Soud next, with the Avalanche close behind, 

That was great racing, and the people held 
their breaths, for no one could then tell the 
winner. The leader was only 10seconds ahead 
of the Scud, and the Scud was only 10 seconds 
ahead of four of the fastest yachts in the Huda- 
son River Oiub, 

Iti was terrific racing for the lower buoys, the 
Ieiele overhauling the leader like a cyclone 
cloud, the Reindeer dropping back to second 
place, the Northern Light coming up third, and 
the Scud holding fourth. It now being almest 
eertain that the Icicle would win and the pen- 
nant stay here, the crowd eommenced cheering, 
and while enthusiasm was at its height the 
Icicle shot across the line a winner in 51:30, 
The Reindeer was second, 11 seconds behind; 
the a Light was third, and the Soud 
fourth.

OBJECTIONS TO STRINGING THEM OVER- 


HEAD IN BOSTON. 

Boston, Feb. 25.—The Committee on Street 
Railways of the Massachusetts Legislature this 
morning listened to expert testimony relative 
to the danger to life and property by the use of 
overhead conductors for electric street rail- 
ways. The session was practically monopolized 
by the remonstrants against their use, under 
the lead of Frederick O, Prince, and the princi- 
pal witness was William Brachen, President of 
the Julien Electric Company of New-York. He 
urged that the practicability of overhead wires 
had not yet been demonsirated, and that they 
were unsightly and dangerous, He was Inter- 
rupted by President Hyiie of the West End Rail- 
way, with the remark that bis company had al- 
ready the right to use the system in Boston. 

Mr. Brachen then ehallenged the West End 
Railway Compavy or ary other company to teil 
Whatitcosttorunacar by electricity. ‘ No- 
body isuble to say whether it can bea done 
ecouomically or not,” he said. “ You uré there- 
fore going to gridiron the city with wires be- 
fere you knew whether the system is practica- 
ble or not.” Mr. Brachen then speke of the 
wxeneral demand for underground wires both in 
EKaurope and America, and declared that the 
conduit system must fipaliy be adopted. He 
next read an allidavit of Elias E. Reece of Balti- 
more, the inventor of the eleetric railway sys- 
tem, stating at length that the overhead system 
Was dangerous a8 Well as unsightly and an ob- 
struction, and that the dangers multiply as the 
number of ears increases, which, he asserts, is 
not true of the storage method. 

An affidavit was also read from Prof. Peter H. 
Vanderviiet, who lays particular stress upon 
the danger of the bare Wires being struck by 
lightning. Mr. Brachen submitted doeumentary 
evidence in support of his proposition that both 
alternating and continuous currents are dan- 
gerous to lifé when carried overhead. In re- 
gard to the alleged failure of the conduit in 
Boston Mr. Braehen said the conduit system 
was doing a thousand times better than the 
overhead system was doling a yearago. His 
own company, he said, Was running four cars 
on the Fourth and Madison avenue line in 
New-York. They had not a horse attached to 
them since they began running in September 
last. They were running only a few cars, but 
they were running them well. The superiority 
of the storage system the company was ready 
to demonstrate either in New-York er Boston. 

Inquiries by President Hyde brought out the 
ftatements that it required six or seven hours 
to change a batiery; that the batteries in a oar 
weighed 3,400 pounds; that they contained suf- 
ficient electricity to last six hours, and that it 
costs 2eents per oar per mile to run carsin 
New- York. ; 

The committee then’heard the remonstrance 
of the North American Insurance Compuny 
against the use of unpreteeted wires for convey- 
iug electricity as a motive power. The remon- 
strance declared them a hindrance to the man- 
agement of fires, and an 6ver-probable cause of 
fire. President Tucker of the Firemen’s Inaur- 
ance Company also joined the remonstrants 
and predicted an increase of insurance rates if 
overhead wires were allowed. Elihu Thomsen 
of the Thomson-Heuston Company, on the 
other hand, insisted that the voltage of the 
street railways was harmless, no harm having 
ever resulted frem it at the pressure used. The 
hearing will be continued on Wednesday. 





AFTER TWENYUY-FIVE YEARS, 

Boston, Feb. 25.—Joseph Bent, a life convict 
in the State prison, whe has already served 25 
years for the killing of a fellow-sailor on an 
American whaling vessel in 1864, was dis- 
charged to-day, his pardon having been granted 
by President Cleveland. Bent, whose real 
name is Joseph Bento, is a Portuguese, 79 
years old, and left this afternoon for New-Bed- 
ford where he expects to find some of his 
countrymen.

SUGAR FRAUDS ALLEGED. 


SOMEBODY HAS BEEN TAMPERING WITH 
DR. LEARY’S POLARISCOPE. 

It was reported yesterday that the Tréas- 
ury Department in Washingtom had been in- 
formed by Special Agent Byrne that Dr. Leary, 
the chemist in charge of the sugar laboratory in 
the New-York Appraiser’s Stores, had dis- 
covered that seme persons unknown had been 
tampering with the polariscope used by him in 
determining the grade of sugar arriving at this 
port, with the object of having its appraised 
valuation lowered. 

About a year ago, Dr. Edward Sherer, at that 
time in charge of the laboratory, and his broth- 
er, Jehn 8 Sherer, resigned their positions, 
after complaint had been made by Boston sugar 


men that their polariscepe tests resulted in the 
grading of sugars too low at this port to the de- 
triment o7 the trade in Boston. 

It was thought that the tampering with the 
instrument was done with a view to discredit- 
ing Dr. Leary’s work, and it was hinted that 
three prominent local sugar men will be very 
closely connected with the transaetion. 

The discovery of this plot and its disclosure 
to the public has served tore than anything 
elso to throw light on the sugar frauds which 
it is alleged have been praeticed for years past 
in the Appraiser’s Department of the port of 
New-York. It is asserted by very high an- 
thority that there is no doubt whatever of 
the polariscope used at this port having been 
lowered to wake the sugars coming in here show 
a lower test, thereby serving two purposes—that 
of making it appear that the tests made for- 
merly were correct, and also giving importers 
the benefit of a lower classification. 

The claim that sugars entering the port of 
Boston are of a higher grade than those that 
are brought to New-Yorkis scoffed at by those 
who are supposed to know the facts. 

The Sherers are aaid to claim that they hold 
acertificate from the American Academy of 
Sciences showing that the quartz plate nsedin 
making the poiariscopic tests in New-York is 
untrue. A gentleman claiming to be familiar 
with the circumstances of the case, however, 
declares that ali the plates were examined by 
Prot. Wright of Yale College and declared to 
be perfect. About this time Dr. Sherer took a 
trip to New-Havon, and shortly afterward Dr. 
Wright sent for the identical plate which is 
now being used, and after a second examina- 
tion returned it to New-York with a report that 
it was imperfect. Dr, Leary, however, de- 
clared that it was perfect, and it was put in 
use. Dr, Sherer himeelf, it is said, at one time 
admitted that it was true, though he afterward 
claimed it was not. 

Dr. Leary, who is the chemist in charge of the 
sugar Jaboratories of every port of entry in the 
United States, ia generally recognized as one of 
the very best chemists in the country, and a 
Man whose character as well as his ability is 
above reproach. He is an expert on sugars and 
thoroughly understauds the handling of thea 
polariseope used in making the tests. It is his 
perfect knowledge of the uses of this instru- 
ment, 1t is said, thet enabled him to diseover 
the(fact that the New-York tnstrument had been 
tampered with before much mischief had been 
done. When he did discover that fact he imme- 
diately reported the mutter to the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington. 

The information which Secretary Fairchild 
ossesses in regard to the alleged sugar 
rauds has, it is, said, come from numerous 
sources, The Byrne report alone was not ac- 
cepted as conclusive evidence of these existing 
frauds, notwithstanding that the report was 
convincing and exhaustive. Butreports have 
also been filed with Secretary Fairchild from 
Prof. Andrews aud frem Messrs. Tingle, Tiche- 
nor, and others, and all of these are said to have 
corroborated the statements adduced from the 
Byrne investigation, 

It is asserted that facts arein the possession 
of the Secretary of the Treasury which show 
clearly that some one was hired to change the 
polariscope, and that the name of that person 
and also of the one at whose suggestien the 
work was done are now In the possession of the 
Seoretary, acoompanied with sutticient proof to 
convict them of the charge.

A THIEF TRACKED TO CHILI. 


EFFORTS TO BRING WILLIAM A. BUSH- 
NELL BACK FROM SANTIAGO, 

The city of Santiago, Chili, seems to be 
much excited over the case of William A. Bush- 
nell, known down there as Jerald F. Haason. 
Bushnell lett this city and his good reputation 
about 10 years ago. He had been a bookkeeper 
for Butler, Stillman & Hubbard, and stole 
$25,000 from that firm and disappeared. An 
indictment was found against him at that time, 
but he was safe in Chili under the name of Han- 
son. He became Chilian agent of the West Coast 
Telephone Company, @ great power in that part 
ofthe world. A year ago the telephone com- 
pany accused him of embezzling $25,000, but 


his influence enabled him to escape a successful 
prosecution. Then the offieials of the telephone 
company sent his portrait to Police Headquar- 
ters here, so that his past record might be looked 
into. 

The picture led to Hanson’s identification as 
Bushnell, and then the old indictment was 
dusted olf and Detective Phil Reilly was sent 
down to Santiago to bring back Mr. Bushnell. 
{t was the understanding that, as there is no ex- 
tradition treaty between this country and Chill 
Chili would surrender Bushnell as an act of 
courtesy. 

Bushnell, however, don’t want to be surren- 
dered as au act. of courtesy, He is making a 
fight for his liberty, and in a letter which Will- 
jam N. Penney, bond clerk of the District Attor- 
hey’s otiice, reeeived from Detective Reilly yes- 
terday the latter said: ‘The courte here have 
all closed for the Summer and will not open 
until March. Iam having a big tight to get 
my man Bushnell away. He isa a big 
man socially in Santiago, belongs to ali the big 
clubs, and is looked upon as one of the leaders 
ofthetown. He is very much liked by every 
onein authority. The entire town has taken 
sides in his case, and there has been one duel 
fought here already onhis aceount. Most of 
the hewapapers here are friendty to him. Last 
Sunday I witnessed a bet of $1,000 to $500 that 
he would not be given up by the Chilian au- 
thorities. «So you see I have struck a very 
large snag.” 

The detective also wrote that he had all of 
South America that he wanted, and wished him- 
self back in New-York.

Mr, Hall, whe is a member of the Consolidated 
Exehange, when seen yesterday, declared that 
he was not sequainted with Mra, Lesse, and so 
tar as *‘ paying her bills’”’ was concerned, he had 
never had an opportunity to dose, He had 
met Mr. Lesse and had repeated business deal- 
ings with him, Mr. Hall said that a short time 
ago he kad begun divorce proceedings against 
his wife. and these were now pending.

Forty employes of Edwin C. Burt & Co.

They are turn workers, and sev- 
eral weeks ago the firm announced that it would 
reduce their wages from 70 cents on mock welt 
work te 54 cents; frem 65 cents on bead-edge 
work to 54 cents; from 45 cents to 33 cents on 
ordinary ties or low shoes; from 54 cents to 39 
cents on turned boots, both mock welts and 
bead edges; the extra pay on patent leather 
vamp and tip frem 68 to 35 eents; in Louis XV.

The mem- 
bers of the firm said that competition compelled 
thew to make reductions, but the men deslare 
that Burt’s shoes always feteh a higher figure 
inthe market than auy other shoes and that 
the firm’s business is as good as ever. 

The men held a meeting at 475 Pearl-street 
and had an interview with Mr. Goater, the 
junier member of the firm, who offered to allow 
an advanee of 15 cents on all classes of work. 
The men are willing to compromise, but they 
want still 5 cents more than Mr. Goater offered, 
and they believe that a settlement will be 
reached \o-day.

PROSPECTS SEEM GLOOMY. 

MAaDIsoNn, Wis., Feb. 25.—The members of the 
Legislature have been supplied with a document 
entitled “Facts About Rallroads.” The docu- 
went was sent out by the railroads and all the 
facts quoted tend to show that Western rail- 
roads have a@ poor excuse for remaining in 
business. The document is intended to counter- 
act the teachings of Senator Taylor and his 


followers, who favor legislation for the pur- 
pose of “regulating” the railroads of Wisconsin. 

The document begins with the statement that 
the | ng me of non-productive railroad stock 
in all the lines in the United Statea is 58.10, 
while in the Northwestern States it is 77.86. 
The gradual decline in the average passenger 
rate per mile is illustrated by a table which, 
beginning with.0358 for the Chicago, Milwanu- 
1 t. Paulin 1873, ran down to.0229 in 


The freight rates per ton show a still greater 
decline, “These figures are eloquent of the 
condition of the railroad business In the Nerth- 
west,” says the pamphiet. ‘Solong as the dif- 
ferenee in traftic between the leading Eastern 
and Western systems remains as wide as the 
figures disclose, is it not folly to talk of forcing 
rates on the Western roads down to tha level of 
those en the Eastern? In fact, the rates are so 
low now that only disaster can result in con- 
tinuing the present schedule 
Railway companies do not earn sufficient 
money, notably in Minresota and Iowa, to keep 
the full force employed, nor to buy their usual 
amount of material,” 

This pamphlet elearly defines the attitude of 
the railway men so faras “the Taylor bill’ is 
concerned. A good deal of the sting has been 
taken out of the measure by Taylor, but the 
roads are opposed to any railway legislation at 
all and will fight it, no matter how amended. 

Friends of the bill are also active and insist 
that there is need of a new law.

ABSORBING A RAILROAD. 

DETROIT, Feb. 25.—At a meeting of the Boara 
of Directors of the Flint and Pére Marquette 
Railroad Company, hela a few days ago, an ar- 
rangement was entered into by the parties 
owning the Port Huron and Northwestern Rail- 
road by which that road will pass into the hands 
and be under the control of the Flint and Pare 
Marquette Company on April 1, subject only 


to the condition that a special act of the Legis- 
lature be precured that shall authorize the ac- 

uisition, it being doubted by some whether 
there is a law in force which would make suen 
& transaction within the corporate powers of 
the resp¢@ctive companies. 

A bill to provide for this contingency is now 

pending in the Legislature, and 1t is hoped it 
may become a law during the present week, so 
that the transaction may be consummated at 
once. 
The proper authority for the completion of 
the purchase having been obtained, the Flint 
and Petre Marquette will immediately begin the 
work necessary to change the main line of the 
Port Huron and Northwestern to a standard 
gauge and impreve the remaining portion with 
new ties, rails, &e. 

In the United States Cirenit Court, In this 
city, last Friday, an order was obtained dis- 
solving the injunction issued about a year ago, 
by which the Flint and Pire Marquette was re- 
strained from acquiring the Port Huron and 
Northwestern. The ee gt price, it is under- 
stood, was $2,300,000, aud the entire system is 
to be delivered free from debt or liability.

I am 
always strougly opposed to it and believe it 
should be made just as iilegal to reduce as 
to raise them unwarrantedly. The railroads 
should be protected against each other just the 
Same as the people are protected against arbi- 
trary action of the railroads themselves. It is 
certainly a bad state of affairs when apy inter- 
eat combining such a vast amount of capital as 
the railroads of this country is actually losing 
money, a8 are Many of the roads, and yet there 
are many of the head officiais of these same 
concerns who seem to have no desire to protect 
the interests of their own stockholders, vut take 
business at apy price rather than let it goto a 
competitor,” 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
It is officially announced that through train serv- 
ioe between Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 


and this city over the lines of the Baltimore and 
Ohio and Keading Roads will be inaugurated on 
March 10. Certain special inauguration trains will 
be run overtke same roads beginning on Friday 
next and continuing until the following Thursdey, 
but these will be confined to parties by whom they 
have been chartered. The regular service wiil 
comprise Pullman coaches, parlor cars, and sleepers 
eft the most approved pattern. The division 
superintendents are engaged in making out the 
schedules, itis expected that not mure than four 
hours and a half will be required for a trip from 
New-Yerk to Washington, ot less than six 
threugh trains will be run daily? 

A conference which lasted nearly the entire day 
was held yesterday at Commissioger Fink’s office 
between Commissioner Fink of the Trunk Line 
Association, Chairman Blanchard of the Central 
Trafic Association, and Commissioners Midgely 
and Faithorn of the Southwestern and Northwest- 
ern Trafiic Associations, respectively. A volumi- 
nous set of rules and regniations was drawn up for 
the strict maintenance of rates on al) lines east of 
Missouri River points, These will be submitted to 
the various associations for adoption at an early 
day. Commissioner Fink says these regulations 
are sufficiently binding te put a stop to rate cutting. 
Judge Cooley attended the meeting for a few mo- 
ments, but took little action in the proceedings.

AMEHEICAN GOLD AND SILVER. 
THE PRODUCT LAST YEAR AND WHAT 


WAS DONE WITH IT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The Director of the 
Mint has submitted to Congress his report on 
the production of gold and silver in the United 
States during the calendar year 1888. 

The gold product was 1,644,927 fine ounces, 
of the value of $33,175,000. This is about the 
same as in 1887, being an exeess of only $175,- 
000, The silver product was 45,783,632 fine 
ounces, of the commercial value of about 
$43,000,000 and of the coining value of 
$59,195,000. This is an increase of 4,515,328 
fine ounces over the product in 1887. In addi- 
tion to the product of our own mines, abousg 


10,000,000 ounces of silver were extracted 
in the United States from foreign ores and 
bullion, prineipally Mexican. The total refined 

roduct of the United States was, in oid, 

,777,877 tine ounces, and of silver 53,128,698 
Pacem. 

© average price of silver during the year 
Was about 94 cents. Atthia price the Daliion 
value of the silver contained in the silver dol- 
lar was .72.6; at the highest price of silver 
during the year the bullion value of the silver 
dollar was 75.5, and at the lowest price 70.5. 
The Government purchased 28,920,398 standard 
ounces of silver during the year, costing 
$24,491,340, an average priee of 94 cents per 
fine ounce. The total amount of silver pur- 
chased for the coinage of the silver dollar since 
March 1, 1878, has been 275,007,939 standard 
ounces, costing $266,091,445, an average price 
of $1 07.5 per fine ounce, or 96.7 per standard 
ounce. 

The value of the gold deposited at tne mints 
during the year, not including redeposits, was 
$41,496,410, or yey nee redeposits, $48,794,- 
988. The foreign material comprised in this 
was $7,055,046. The amount of silver de- 
posited and purchased was 35,512,789 standaril 
ounees, of the coining value of $41,323,973, ex- 
clusive of redeposits. 

The coinage of the mints during the calendar 
year 1888 wasas follows: Gold, $31,380,804; 
Silver dollars, $31,990,833; subsidiary silver, 

1,034,773; minor, $912,201; total, $65,318,615. 

n addition tothe coinage, bars were man. 
facturea atthe mints containing gold of the 
value of $21,650,798, and silver, $7,635,490. 

The import of gold bullion and cein was 
$11,031,941 and the exports $34,619,667, a loss 
by export of $23,587,726.

It is not easy to see just what was the eb- 
ject of the filibustering that used up the 
time of the House yesterday, and prevented 
allaction except upon one conference re- 
port. The dilatory motions were begun by 
Mr. BLAND, Democrat, from Missouri, and 
were continued by the Republicans, the 
Jatter resisting an attempt to seat a Demo- 
ecratin place of Mr. FeLton, Republican, 
from Missouri. The matter was not settled 
when an adjournment was taken. Mr. 
RANDALL may try to get the Cowles bill he- 
fore the House to-day, but the experience 
of yesterday shows that it will be very diffi- 
cult for him to overcome any determined 
opposition. 








It ean be a matter of very little practical 
importance to the various Senators who 
are interested in the resolution as to elec- 
tions in Louisiana whether that resolution 
be passed at the present session or at the 
session of the Senate that will be called 
next week. But there seems to be some 
doubt whether it can get through either 
now er later. The Democratic Senators 
are, very properly, firmly opposed to the 
resolution, not only as a piece of avowed 
partisan clap-trap, but as involving the 
assertion by the Senate of authority in_no- 
wise given to it by the Constitution. An 
inguiry into the question whether the State 
of Louisiana has a republican form of gov- 
ernment, if ordered by the Senate, is, in 
effect, an assumption that the Senate can 
decide such a question as that according to 
the views of the majority of the Senators 
as to what ought to be the political results 
of a State election. There is no more ques- 
tion of the complete possession by Louisi- 
ana of a republican form of government 
than there is of the same fact as to New- 
York. If the Democrats should claim that 
in New-York the popular will is not repre- 
sented, and therefore the government is not 
republican, because the majority that 
elected a Democratic Governor was refused 
to a Democratic candidate for President, 
the pretension would be quite as logical as 
js old Mr. Evarts’s claim as to Louisiana, 
Therefore the Democrats will resist the 
adoption of the resolution and may defeat 
it at both this session and the extra session.

to be filled, and are already occupied in 
counting up the places and figuring upon 
the chances of their distribution. Each is 
to have two United States Senators and 
one Representative in Congress, South Da- 
kota two; and there will be Governors, 
Lieutenant-Governors, Secretaries of State, 
Treasurers, Attorney-Generals, Judges, 
State legislators, and county and 
town officers galore under the new 
Coustitutions. There will be the hum 
of political industry in all their borders 
until the late cropsare in. Offices are to be 
created and to be filled and the machinery 
of Government set a-whirling,, but there is 
not the least hint of a likelihood that raw 
material will be scarce. Embryo statesmen 
are springing up all over the broad area of 
these Territories, already eager for the com- 
ing tasks and emoluments. The demand 
will be promptly met and some of the sup- 
ply will be left over. Ilt is a wonderfully 
prolific country out there, and the new in- 
dustry of office making and office holding 
promises to thrive under the stimulus of 
eager competition. 











The departure of 1,480 Irish emigrants 
from Queenstown for the Argentine Re- 
public shows that the supply of immigrants 
for that country may not hereafter bedrawn 
exclusively from the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean. The republic’s immigration policy 
is very liberal. The Argentine Congress at 
its last session voted that the cost of pas- 
sage from Europe should be advanced to 
50,000 agriculturists and artisans. The 
number of immigrants received in 
1887 was 137,426, against 93,116 in 
1886, and in eleven months of 1888 the 
number was 128,797. The Government of 
Chili has authorized its immigration agents 
abroad to give free passage to all who de- 
sire to come to that country, and itis pro- 
vided that theimmigrantsshall be fed and 
lodged for fifteen days after their arrival. 
In thus promoting immigration Chili will 
spend $500,000. While the Government 
holds ont such inducements, thousands of 
Chilians have recently emigrated to the 
Argentine Republic. 








Gen. HARRISON’sS departure from Indian- 
apolis for Washington must remind every 
American who readsthe account of it that 
the Presidency of the United States is not 
an office to be looked forward to with 
pleasure. It is evident from the simple and 
feeling words that the President-elect spoke 
upon leaving his home that this was the 
uppermost thoughtin his own mind, and 
that his regret for what he was leaving was 
not allayed by any very bright anticipations 
of what awaited him. The interval between 
the election and the inauguration may well 
suffice to dispel any illusions a candidate 
may have retained. In the case of Gen. 
HARRISON the usual severity of the ordeal 
has been much aggravated by the unex- 
ampled shamelessness and greed with which 
he has been importuned by and on behalf 
of the most censpicuously worthless mem- 
bers of his party for the most responsible 
posts in the Administration. The future 
no deubt holds many chagrins for the Pres- 
ident-elect, but it is not likely to give him 
so many surprises as he has already under- 
gone. It is not at all to be wondered at 
that aman who has a happy heme should 
leave it with reluctance for such a series of 
trials as he now sees confronting him. 











THE INVESTIGATION THROTTLED. 

The Assembly Committee on Appropria- 
tions, which was charged with an investi- 
gation of “all matters connected with the 
construction ef the Assembly Chamber 
ceiling,” astonished the members of the 
Assembly last evening by submitting its 
reportjust as everybody thought the in- 
vestigation had reached the verge of really 
significant disclosures. ‘The discovery that 
Contractor SNAITH’s books had been doc- 
tored to show the entry of $54,000, paid to 
SULLIVAK, the sub-contractor for the 
staircase work, which had not  previ- 
ously appeared upon them, naturally 
suggested a searching inquiry into 
all the accounts of those who had 
been concerned in the work, to see what 
became of the money, and what mo- 
tives and purposes had controlled its dis- 
tribution. There had been many discrepan- 
cies in the evidence which needed to be 
traced te their cause, and a number of clues 
had been uncovered which plainly ought to 
be fellowed up. It was to be proposed at 
the session last evening that able counsel be 
employed to assist the committee in the 
somewhat intricate task which appeared to 
be before it. 

In this situation of affairs the committee 
suddenly slams the door against any further 
inquiry, assumes that all the facts have 
been ascertained, and submits what was 
evidently intended to be its final report. 
There would be no special fault to be found 
with this report if the assumption upon 
which it is based, that the facts end where 
the inquiry has stopped, weretrue. It is 
very tar from being a whitewashing re- 
port. Infactitis particularly severe upon 
every body epenly connected with the ceiling 
job, including the Legislature which au- 
thorized the work to be done. It condemns 
the Legislature for placing the work in 
charge of an incompetent person, the Super- 
intendent of Public Buildings, instead of a 
well-qualified official, the Capicol Commis- 
sioner, and placing it under the direction of 
acommittee of inexperienced men instead 
ef competent experts. It in various terms 
of severity criticises, censures, and con- 
‘demns the committee for its negli- 
gence in letiing the contract and 
leaving Mr. ANDREWS to proceed on 
his own responsibility without any 
oversight or direction. It takes Mr. ANn- 
DREWS to task for numerous delinquencies 
in the preparation of plans, in the employ- 
ment of an incompetent architect, in the 
advertising for bids, in making changes in 
the specifications after the award was 
made, in authorizing departures from the 
terms of the contract, and for general heed- 
lessneés and incempetency. It censures the 
Controller for making payments beyond 
what the law authorized, and it hurls con- 
, demnation over the surface of things with

“sures, and condemns without stint, but ib: 
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sternness. It recommends that the commit- 
tee having direction of the work be in- 
structed not to accept it as a fulfillment of 
the contract, that no further payments be 
made, that the completion of the work in 
strict accordance with the terms of the 
contract be placed under the charge of the 
Capitol Commissioner, and that if the con- 
tractor fails to make everything good ac- 
cording to agreement proceedings be taken 
against him and his bondsmen. Ali this 
is very severe, in fact undiscriminat- 
ing in its severity, but it cannot be 
made to cover and conceal the fact 
that the investigating committee has failed 
to investigate. It has presented only the 
surface facts—that the whole business was 
undertaken and carried through in a negli- 
gent and slipshod manner; that the plans 
and specifications were insufficient and 
were shown to intending bidders before the 
committee met; that the use of papier- 
maché instead of oak was authorized; 
that the contractor was allowed to depart 
from the specifications and cheapen the 
work, and that the whole thing cost $100,- 
000 or so less than was. estimated 
because it was not properly done. But 
how all this happened to occur, who put 
up the job, what the object was, who 
profited or benefited. by it, and what be- 
came of the public money that was evi- 
dently squandered, are questions which the 
committee has not answered, and which, 
during the taking of evidence and in mak- 
ing its snap report, if has shown itself 
anxious to prevent anybody from answer- 
ing. No wonder the presenting of this 
report produced an uproar in the Assembly 
last evening. It will produce an uproar 
with the public, and the proposition that a 
special committee be constituted to make a 
real investigation will be generally sus- 
tained. The bottom facts should be re- 
vealed in spite of the efforts of the smother- 
ing committee. 








MR. BLAINE BEGINS. 

On the authority of Mr. BLAINE’s son a 
correspondentof the Evening Post announces 
that Mr. BLAINE’s appointment is the only 
one that has been definitely arranged. He 
will have the State Department. <A proper 
number of other gentlemen, naturally seven, 
have been informed that they will be in the 
Cabinet, but they have not been told in what 
particular place each one will be put. That 
will be decided when Mr. HARRISON reaches 
Washington and has had a chance for a 
“‘ grand discussion.” Mr. BLAINE, it is need- 
less to add, is in Washington. In this ar- 
rangement Mr. HARRISON shows his correct 
sense of political perspective. To select 
Mr. BLAINE, or, rather, to accept Mr. 
BLAINE’s selection of himself, for the 
place designated by Mr. BLAINE, and 
formerly held by Mr. BLAINE, was no more 
than was expected by every one, and it 
could hardly be regarded by Mr. BLAINE as 
giving him that relative importance and 
conspicnousness that Mr. BLAINE knews is 
due tohim. But to select Mr. BLAINE alone 
of allthe Cabinet appointees, to assign Mr. 
BLAINE to the State Department, to keep 
all other selections secret, and to assign no 
one to any other department until Mr. 
BLAINE had been consulted, this is recog- 
nizing Mr. BLAINE as Mr. HARRISON very 
well knows that Mr. BLAINE ought to be 
recognized. Ifin the above statement Mr. 
BLAINE’S name appears to our readers to 
oceur more often than necessary, we can 
only say that we have tried modestly to 
convey the idea that Mr. BLAINE at the 
present moment is an extremely olstrusive 
person, and claims a larger share of atten- 
tion than any one else. Mr. HARRISON has 
been told so often that Mr. BLAINE is a 
‘*biger man” than himself that he seems 
to have accepted the proposition and to be 
acting on it. 

Meanwhile Mr. BLAINE announces that 
he cannot be present at the centennial cele- 
bration of WASHINGTON’S inauguration in 
this city as President of the Maine delega- 
tion and resigns that pest. But he will 
be here all the same, and will represent the 
department to which THOMAS JEFFERSON 
was appointed something less than a hun- 
dred years ago, Malicious persons may be 
tempted by that fact to draw a parallel 
between the Secretaries of State at either 
end of the first century of the Constitution, 
and to draw gloomy inferences as to the 
direction in which American statesmanship 
and American diplomacy are tending, as in- 
dicated by such a parallel. The tempta- 
tion for such an essay is not likely to 
be diminished when Mr. BLAINE shall have 
designated to Mr. HARRISON his choice as 
the successor to ALEXANDER HAMILTON. 
But we sincerely trust that no one will so 
far forget the proprieties of the occasion, 
or the fact that these men are, after all, 
representatives of the great Government in 
which they are to take their parts, as to 
yield to this suggestion. We do notrequire 
at our triumphant centennial celebration 
so definite areminder that we, like other 
nations, are mortal; the experiences of the 
past year and those that appear to await us 
before the 30th of April are likely to be 
sufficient to curb any undue self-gratula- 
tion. 

It is understood at Washington, accord- 
ing to our dispatches this morning, that 
Mr. BLAINE has been making active and 
detailed preparation for entering en the 
“duties” of his ofiice, so soon as the neces- 
sary formalities are complied with. He has 
selected his private secretary, who served 
him during the campaign of 1884, and 
whom the present Secretary of State has 
kept in the department since, and he is said 
by one of his Republican friends to have 
made out a list of the principal appoint- 
ments for foreign missions and consulates 
which he will send to the Senate through 
Mr. HARRISON so soon as that gentleman 
has established communication with that 
body and is ready to forward Mr. BLAINE’s 
orders. Whether the Senate will prove as 
complaisant as Mr. HARRISON appears to 
be is a yuestion that cannot now be decided. 
As the number of Senators who believe, 
each of them, that he would have been 
President had it not been for Mr. BLAINE is 
rather larger than the Republican majority 
in the Senate, it may well be that Mr, 
BLAINE may meet with some disappoint- 
ments. But itisequally possible that he 
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or in other departments, preferably the 
latter, as his custom is. 

This is the situation as it now appears 
from the best information accessible. We 
do not guarantee the correctness of the de- 
scription, Weshould be heartily gratified 
if it should turn out to be all wrong, if Mr. 
BLAINE should not go into the Cabinet at 
all, or if he should find himself with much 
less power and influence than he claims. 
We are satisfied that a very large portion 
of the Republicans who voted for Mr. 
HARRISON would share this gratification, 
and that there is a substantial moral obli- 
gation on Mr. HarrIson’s part to keep 
BLAINE in the background, because he 
could not himself have been elected had 
it been known that he would take 
BLAINE into the Cabinet. At the same 
time we have very little expectation that 
Mr. Harrison will not be found to have 
created substantially the situation we have 
described. Everything that is known with 
any certainty at all points to that fact. If 
Mr. BLAINE is not to be master of the Ad- 
ministration, he and his friends have been 
allowed to say, if not to think, that he is to 
be so, and any other outcome will be a 
source of trouble and vexation incalculable 
to Mr. Harrison. On neither horn of the 
very narrow dilemma can he look for much 
comfort. 








A DANGER SIGNAL. 

The London Yimes has some interesting 
philosophical reflections upon the admis- 
sion inte the Union of four new States. It 
observes that “‘the Americans themselves 
imperfectly comprehend the actual amount 
of metamorphosis involved” in the chang- 
ing of four Territories into States. There 
does seem to be a somewhat imperfect com- 
prehension of the subject accessible to 
publicists and philosophers of great solem- 
nity, though we take leave to doubt that it 
proceeds from ‘‘Americans themselves,” 
unless the Times has had recourse for its 
data on American, affairs to professional 
humorists as it has had recourse for its doc- 
umentary evidence upon Irish affairs to 
professional Lrishmen. 

Americans themselves will at any rate be 
startled by the assertion of the Times that 
‘*it is as impossible for a community like 
America not to be transformed by the 
plunging into it of realm after realm as for 
the infusion of a potent ingredient not to 
affect a chemical combination.” Most 
Americans have regarded the increase of 
the Union from thirteen States to four 
times that numbernot asa series of shocks, 
but as an altogether normal and steady 
growth. Itis only when they reflect upon 
it that they see it in its true light, not as a 
peaceful expansion, but as a_ violent 
‘plunging in” of ‘‘realm after realm.” The 
Times may have reference to the hetero- 
geneous character of the population of the 
new States. Ever since we acquired South 
Dakota by cession from Portugal in 
1858, however, the Portuguese _ set- 
tlers have proved to be  law-abid- 
ing persons and excellent neighbors to 
the Siamese colonists who, as the Times 
is aware, had fora generation before that 
time been cultivating the rice swamps of 
North Dakota with assiduity and success. 
We do not think there need be any appre- 
hension as to the effect of the infusion of 
these two elements into the national char- 
acter. It is true that at the time of the dis- 
covery of Montana by the Austrian squad- 
ron in 1873 the natives were supposed to 
be irreclaimable savages, and Admiral VAN 
HATZENFELDT’S reports created grave 
doubts as to their eventual fitness for rep- 
resentative institutions, But the results 
of the Afghan immigration have even with- 
in this period been very marked. The 
trusty agents of our Government repert 
that cannibalism is now almost entirely 
unknownin Montana. Althougha native or 
“cowpuncher,” (so ealled from the extreme 
fondness for milk punch which the missien- 
aries have not yet succeeded in eradicating,) 
often threatens to eat another up, this 
threat is regarded as what, in the language 
of anthropology is known as a survival of 
inherited custom. It is scarcely regarded 
as serious and is so seldom carried into ef- 
fect that, whereas ROBINSON estimated in 
1876 that 15 per cent. of the population of 
Montana were killed for the table, the per- 
centage had fallenin 1887 to less than 2. 
With regard to Washington, the last of the 
group, we see still less reason for appre- 
hension. The Washingtonians are a simple, 
kindly, thrifty people, and the perils of the 
clam fisheries, which constitute their chief 
industry, have trained up among them a 
bold and hardy race of seamen, the boast of 
the American merchant marine and the 
nursery of the American navy. 

On a calm survey of the subject we do 
not see that the addition to the Union of 
these communities, or, as the Times elo- 
quently puts it, the plunging into it of 
‘realm after realm, will effect the trans- 
formation expected by that journal. If 
these ‘‘ accretions” were not already the 
territory of the United States there might 
be more warrant for its expectation “ that 
the centre of national gravity must be sub- 
stantially altered by accretions such, as 
these.” That the national gravity will be 
more or less disturbed in those quarters to 
which the Times’s article penetrates we 
have little doubt, but it ought to be re- 
stored at once by the reflection that some 
thousands of American citizens were not 
long ago influenced in their votes by what 
they supposed to be the opinion of the 
same Zvmes upon the tariff of the United 
States. 


MAYOR GRANT MEANS BUSINESS. 

Yesterday was an eventful day in the 
history of the Commissioners of Electrical 
Control, and the proceedings of the board 
will be read with more genuine interest 
than those of any of its meetings since the 
law directing the abatement of the over- 
head-wire nuisance was passed. Mayor 
GRANT, for the first time since he became a 
member of the commission, announced his 
position squarely, and to his good sense and 
firmness the citizens of New-York will ap- 
parently owe the execution of the law 
which has hitherto been defiantly ignored 
by nearly all the electrical companies 
doing business in the city. At his sug- 
gestion a.resolution was passed by the 
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ways and remove their poles and wires 
along the line of completed conduits, 
and the Mayor stated that if the order was 
not obeyed he would avail himself of the 
authority conferred on him by the law and 
instruct the Department of Public Works 
to remove the aerial structures. Ne com- 
pany can complain of. this. order as a harsh 
one, for each of them has received the 
ninety days’ notice provided for by the law, 
and has studiously paid no attention to it. 
The thirty days now granted is an exten- 
sion of time in addition to the extension of 
months which all of them have taken for 
themselves. 

It is only justice to the other members of 
the commission to state that they are not 
responsible for the delay in utilizing the 
completed subways. They had no power to 
enforce their orders except through the 
Mayor, and Mr. Granv’s predecessor in that 
office persistently refused to aid them in 
bringing the defiant companies to terms, 
There is no reason why Broadway, Sixth- 
avenue, and all the leading thoroughfares 
of the city south of Central Park should 
not be cleared of poles and wires before 
Mayor GRAN'’s term of office expires. 











PLANS OF THE COPPER RING. 


For some months the members of the Cop- 
per Syndicate in Paris have been trying to 
set up a bank or auxiliary company to 
which they could shift the greater part of 
the enormous burden of unused copper that 
has come into their possession since the 
Syndicate’s contracts with the mining com- 
panies were made. At the same time they 
have been striving to obtain the consent of 
the mining companies to a moditication of 
these contracts, in order that it might be pos- 
sible to restrict production. As month after 
month passed and the bank was not formed, 
an impression began to prevail that the 
collapse of the Syndicate was near at hand. 
The market value of the shares of the 
Société des Métanx—the manufacturing 
company for whose benefit the contracts 
were at first said to have been made—de- 
clined rapidly on the Paris Bourse. With 
them felt the shares of the Rio Tinto Mine, 
which is controlled by the Syndicate, and 
in this country the shares of the Lake com- 
panies have been afiected in the same way. 
But now it is announced that the bank was 
established last week, and that one-fourth 
of the capital of $10,000,000 has been paid 
in. 

The formation of this bank will tend to 
restore confidence in the strength of the 
Syndicate, but it cannot change the ex- 
tremely unfavorable conditions under which 
the Syndicate is now doing business.. While 
the production of copper last year was 
255,000 tons, the visible supply has been 
increased by about 70,000 tons since the 
Syndicate began its work, and it is esti- 
mated that the Syndicate now holds about 
140,000 tons. It was proposed that the 
new bank should take about two-thirds of 
this, with the contracts. These contracts 
have hitherto been guaranteed by a promi- 
nent bank in Paris. If they are now to be 
guaranteed by the new bank, the security 
will practically be afforded by the inter- 
ested parties themselves, for the shares of 
the new bank have been taken by the mem- 
bers of the Syndicate and by certain per- 
sons more or less directly interested in the 
mining properties. So faras the American 
mining companies are concerned, there ap- 
pears to be no lack of security for the 
present contracts in the shape of large de- 
posits in this country subject to their de- 
mands, 

That there isin London very little con- 
fidence in the continued supremacy of the 
Syndicate is shown by the utterances of 
leading trade journals, like the Economist, 
and the market quotations for futures. It 
was reported yesterday that while the price 
of copper in London for immediate delivery 
was £79%, the price for futures was 
£68. English speculators believe that cop- 
per will be much cheaper by and by. The 
Economist of the 9th inst. reported that the 
difficulties of the Société des Métaux were 
increasing and that the company appeared 
to have exhausted its credit with the finan- 
cial institutions that had been supplying 
funds for carrying its stock of metal. It 
also said: ‘“‘It is quite clear that from the 
point of view of the Syndicate the statis- 
tical position of eopper is extremely un- 
favorable, and this of itself, apart from any 
possible pecuniary difficulties, would be 
sufficient te make the Syndicate anxious to 
unload pon the public if it were possible 
to do so. But we believe the public for 
once are too well informed as to the true 
position of affairs to give the Syndicate any 
chance of thus relieving itself at their ex- 
pense of what is becoming an intolerable 
burden.” 

Persons connected with the Syndicate 
haye recently said that the extension of 
the contracts with the companies upon 
new terms enly awaited the formation of 
the bank. It will soon be known, there- 
fore, whether the companies have consented 
to cut down production. It will also be 
known whether the Syndicate, by agreeing 
to pay $300,000 a month, has induced the 
owners of the Anaconda Mine to stop work. 
It has repeatedly been asserted that such 
a bargain has been made. Unless a con- 
siderable reduction of product shall be 
caused in some way during the coming 
year the Syndicate and its bank will be in 
sore straits, for in the absence of restric- 
tions the maintenance of present prices 
will swell the annual product to 290,000 
or 300,000 tons. 








The outcome of the queer coleny-found- 
ing expedition of ATCHINOFF to Abyssinia 
shows the wisdom of the St. Petersburg 
authorities in disclaiming at the start all 
responsibility for it. Perhaps, however, 
had they done se less emphatically the rem- 
edy applied by the French for the ad- 
venturer’s invasion of their territory on the 
Red Sea might have been less vigorous. 
Bombardment is rather an extreme measure 
to resort to for the admonition of an in- 
truder; but as the Russian Government 
absolutely washed its hands of the affair. 
no doubt it was very glad to see the expedi- 
tion come to grief. The Cossack adventurer 
is a fanatic who, with his followers, seems 
to have been carried away with the idea of 
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to which it is allied. Coupled with this 
has been the desire to found a colony. Had 
ATCHINOFF chosen to comply with the

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AMUSEMENTS. 
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THE FRENCH COMEDIANS. 

Victor Hugo’s romantic drama, ‘‘ Ruy 
Blas,” was performed at Palmer’s Theatre last 
evening to the gratification of a large and at- 
tentive audience. Coquelin wasin the cast as 
Don César de Bazan, the reckless nobleman 
who has lost everything but his honor. This 
character Coquelin assumed when the drama 
was first performed at the ThéAtre Frangais, in 
1878, but he cannot be said to have “created” 
the part, even in the sense in which that word is 
used on the French stage, in spite of the state- 
ment printed on the programme last evening. 
The play was 40 rears old in 1878. 

Don César is the merry gentleman who sug: 
gested to MM. Dennery and Dumanoir the pop- 
ular play that bears his name. In “Ruy Blas” 
he is an episodic personage, who is seen more 
briefly than even Mercutio in “Romeo and 
Juliet.” He is by far the most interesting per- 
sonage in the drama, and his early demise is 
greatly regretted by the spectators, particularly 
when he is represented by Coquelin. Don César, 
with an empty stomach and _  bedraggled 
piumes, still has a merry heart and a tolerabiy 
clear conscience. He is nota bit awed by the 
dignity of his kinsman, Don Salluste, and is per- 
fectly willing to beg or borrow money from him. 
But he will not lend his name to infamous uses, 
and he will not plot against a woman. His 
gayety disappears when Don Salluste reveals 
his plan te him. The nobility in his nature 
asserts itself then, and he speaks his mind to 
his treacherous cousin fearlessly and frankly. 
But his suspicions are allayed by tbe plausible 
explanation of the Prime Minister; the jeats re- 
turn trippingly to his glib tongue; he counts 
over his gold witb perfect satisfaction, and goes 
forth bitthely—to death. 

The elegance of diction, variety of gesture 
and expression, and delicieus humor Coquelin 
throws into his performance; of the Don César 
in “Ruy Blas’ may be imagined by those per- 
sons who have seen him act the other Don 
César. Last night could scarcely be ealled a 
Coquelin night, however, for four acts and a 
haif of verse remained to be recited after 
Coquelin hada left the scene. 

Mme. Hading was sumptuously beautifal in 
the regal robes of Marie de Neuboarg, and her 
indisputable personal charm was as strongly 
manifested as ever in her acting. Her expres- 
sion of the forlornuess and dejection of the 
lonely young Queen, left under the depressing 
influence of court etiquette, while her boorisn 
husband is hunting the boar, was partieularly 
fine and touching; Sond she invested the love 
scenes, a8 usual, with abundant energy and 
force. M. Duquesne, excellent actor as he is, 
was, of course, overweighted by the réle of Ruy 
Blas, which requires an actor of splendid pow- 
era to do it justice, and Jean Coquelin as Don 
Salluste displayed once more his remarkable 
skilt in the composition of character, though 
he lacks the impressive personality that the 
actor ef this part should have. To-night the 
droll ‘Surprises of Divorce” will be given, with 
Coquelin as Henri Duval ' 
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THEATRE. 

In arather clever story, published in a 
juvenile paper, an uncle asks his little nephew 
if he knows where Philadelphia is, and the boy 
answers, “ Oh, yes; Philadelphia is the place 
where the chestnuts go when they die.” This 
was @ sarcastic remark, but it was not strictly 
true. Philadelphia, judging from the eomic 
operas which thrive there, is the place where 
the “ chestnut” attains its fullest development. 
A misguided world has been laboring under the 
fond delusion that nothing could be drearier 
than the “Little Tycoon,” except a poem py 


Martin F. Tupper; but the depths of dreariness 
are apparently uafathomable. Messrs. Scott 
Marble and Riehard Stanil have taken a very 
long dive into them, and have brought up a lit- 
erary and musical thing which they have called 
“Said Pasha,” 

Philadeiphia rejoieed and was exceeding glad 
Over this comic opera, which was produeed at 
the Star Theatre last evening. New-York has 
often sneered at Philadelphia, but the Quaker 
City is far, far abead in the race of retaliation. 
We have never done anything tothe City of 
Brotherly Love for which that town isnot am- 
ply revenged in having sent ‘‘Said Pasha” 
swirling across the wastes of New-Jersey and 
into what must, in this instance, be called *‘ our 
midst.” 

The libretto of ‘Said Pasha” is the most as- 
tonishing conglomerate of stupidity, imanity, 
and antiquity that was ever unearthed by a 
literary geologist. Many of the jokes were gal- 
vanized corpses, and they came, like Antony 
and Cleopatra, to “‘make the ghosts gaze.” 
The plot was of a dark and secret nature, 
beyond the wisdom of detectives to unravel. It 
is to be hoped that ne one ever will unravel it, 
for it is better with its mysteries concealed. 

As tor the music, nothing like it has been 
heard since the memorable production of * Elf- 
ins and Mermaids,” Probably ne one but Mr. 
Stahl ever dreamed of writing a concerted num- 
ber opening with a quintet for four Daritenes 
and a soprano, and founded on harmonies that 
made ali persons of musical culture writhe in 
unutterable agony. The waltzes in the opera 
were only equaled in number by the marches, 
and in tunetulness and originality both ean be 
equaled only by the maddest efforts of a Chi- 
nese orchestra 1n & Murderous meod. 

The company engaged in this work is a good 
one, and if its members had chances they would 
be interesting and amusing. Messrs. Edwin 
Stevens and Stanley Felch were funny, onee in 
a while, and showed ability to be funny oftener 
if they had the opportunity. Messra. R. N. 
Dunbar and Hubert Wilke sang tolerably, 
though the latter was out of voice. The chorus 
was large and well trained, and the costumes 
and scenery handsome. The erchestra, how- 
ever, was wretchedly bad—a fault which was 
largely due to the miserable instrumentation. 

The boase was packed, and certain portions 
of the audience had a convulsive fit of ecstasy 
aftereach number. The clacque system is a 
very threadbare device and does not impose 
upon intelligent persons.

THE SAXTON BILL INDORSED. 


BALLOT REFORM FAVORED BY THE 
YOUNG MEN’S DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 

The Young Men’s Democratic Club de- 
cided at the Hoffman Heuse last night to reo 
ommend the passage by the Lexislature of the 
Saxton Ballot Reform bill if it is amended as 
proposed by a committee of theclub. These 
amendments are that election inspeotors shall 
not put their initials on ballets for their iden- 
tification, but that the counterfoil or tag sys- 
tem shall be adopted to the end that the ballots 
may be absolutely secret; that County 
Clerks shall pe compelled to exhibit 


for inspection prior to election the ballots they 
have haa errand and that blanket, instead of 
detached ballots should pe used. There were 
25 members of the club ney and the meet- 
ing was presided «ovor by President John H. V. 
Arnold. Atite opening Mr. B. B. Whitney, one 
of the committee that prepared the report in 
favor cf the bill with amendments, moved, first, 
that the amendments be recommended by the 
club, and, next, that the club indorse the bill as 
amended. This brought on a discussion. 

Mr. Thomas Harland declared himself to be 
utterly opposed to the Saxton bill. It was, to 
his mind, the most undemocratic measure ever 
prepared and was only commended to Demo- 
crats by the word “reform” in its title. It 
would create confusion if it became a law. 
Under it the Legislature woulda have to define 
what was the Republican and what was the 
Democratic Party, otherwise public officers 
would have power to do as they pleased respect- 
ing numinations for offiees. Mr. Harland went 
on in this manner for some time, showing that 
he was not familiar with the bill. When he 
gat down he was handed a copy and he read it 
with much interest. His misconceptions and 
those of some other members were discussed 
in adesultory way for a time, and then Mr. 
Jefferson M. Levy moved an adjournment of 
the censideration of the report to enabie himself 
and ethers to get more informatien. The mo- 
tion was defeated, and that part of Mr. Whit- 
ney’s resolution approving of the amendments 

“proposed by the club’a committee for the bill 
was adopted. 

Mr. Barton 8S. Weeks, one of the eommittes, 
moved that the club should not approve of the 
Saxton bill, with or without amendments, but 
should declare itselfin favor of legislation to 
insure the keeping of ‘“‘areserved place about 
the polls,’”’ und “to ¢ompel each voter, imme- 
diately before voting, to pass through a secret 
place unaccempanied and out of sight of apy 
ope.” . 

This amendmert was divided, and the club 
decided that it wasin favor of a secret place 
for voters and a reserved space about the 
polis. Then the part of the amendment de- 
vlaring that the club did not indorse the Sax- 
ton bill any way was offered as a substitute for 
Mr. Whitney’s motion, 

John De Witt Warner said he understood that 
every objection to the Saxton bill made by Gov. 
Hill tast year which haa not been obviated by 
the present bill had been overcome by the 
amendments proposed by the club’s committee. 
He referred to the fact that the members of the 
committee who opposed the indorsement of the 
Saxton Dill opposed 1t because they thought 
Gov. Hill was hostile to it. He was nv apolegist 
of Goy. Hill, but Gov. Hill was a Demoerat, and 
the club was Democratic, and he did not believe 
that a Democratic Governor would be pleased 
that a Demooratic club was afraid to approve a 
billit liked because he was thought not to like 
it. As tor the reason of the two committeemen 
that the scheme of the bill should not be put 
iuto Operation here beeause of the large foreigu 
popuiation, Mr. Warner thought foreign citi- 
zens Were a8 jealous of the preservation of the 
purity of the ballot as were native citizens. 

Mr. Weeks detended himself and his fellow- 
committe:mwan, Roger Foster, against the in- 
ferences of Mr. Warner, and then his resolution 
to utterly disapprove of the Saxton bill was 
voted down. 

George Walten Green spoke for the resolution 
toinderse the bill 1f amended. He thought it 
would then be a thoroughly Democratic meas- 
ure. It would prevent bribery, the greatest 
evil of the present time, 

Mr. Whitney’s resolution to indorse the bill 
was then adopted. 


GREAI RUSH AT THE FAIR. 


AN IMMENSE THRONG IN THE AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE BUILDING LAST NIGHT, 


It is safe to say that never before has the 
American Institute Building held such a large 
crowd as that which good-naturedly elbowed 
their way about last evening at the German 
Hospital Fair. By 8:30 o'clock, after three 
abeut 500 in 
number, had marched tuto the hall behind 
their respective fife and Grum corps and 
under the command of Coroner Ferdinand Levy, 
the crush became so great that Manager De. 
Frece was compelled to order his ticket takers 
to suspend operations, and the main entrance 
was given entirely over to thoss who wished to 
get out of the building. By 9 o’cleck a crewd 


of ticket holders and intending visitors had 
formed about the doorway, and the four police- 
men stationed there had a busy time keeping a 
lane clear for the outgoers. Half an hour later 
there were at least 500 persons in the waiting 
crowd on the sidewalk. 

Capt. Gunner arrived from Headquarters at 
this juncture, and, sending to his station for a 
platoon of men, soon had the way cleared, and 
in 15 minutes arranged a plan that allowed 
every one in the waiting crowd to get inside 
the hall. One distressing feature of the crush 
waé the fact that many gentlemen Were unable to 
move their arms aboutsufficiently tu getat their 
pocketbouks, and many who had their money 
already in their hands were unable to get at the 
booths to spend it. A great deal ef money was 
tarned into the fair coffers, however, and about 
$200 in cash was contributed toward the fair 
expense fund. 

The following contributions were made to 
the general fund: Fred pepeemen, $250; Chris- 
topber G. Hupfel, $250; Peter Doelger, Soon 
the F. & M. Schaefer Brewing Company, $500, 
and ‘* Anonymous,” $500. Messrs. D. Apple- 
ton & Co. sent in during the day a handsomely- 
bound Encyciopedia Americana in 29 volumes, 
valued at $300, and any number of smaller 
gifts were also reeeived. Inthe ‘‘ Bier Quelie” 
Messrs. Schaeter, Kuppert, Ehret, Doelger, 
Peters, Klencke, and Schwartz flew around dis- 
persing the amber product of their different 
breweries and sola over $1,000 worth during 
the evening. 

Mra. Langtry was anabie to be present at the 
flower stand, as she had expected, on accountof 
sickness, but sent a letter of regrets and prom 
ised to try to attend the fair to-day. The man- 
agers now hope to exceed the $100,000 goal 
they fixed their eyes upon at first. The receipts 
up to yesterday afternoon were $82,000. The 
amount taken in yesierday was enormens, the 
amount to be taken to-day is expected to be 
much greater, and the fair will be kept open 
Wednesday, and possibly Thursday, to take in 
afew extra thousands. The votiag went on 
merrily yesterday. Oswald Ottendorfer leads 
in the race for the bronze bust of Goethe, 
F. A. Ehret is ahead of all the other Dor 
ular young men in the contest fer the gold- 
headed cane, the Liederkranz Soelety will prob- 
ably get the silver-mounted drinking horn, the 
EF. & M. Schaefer Brewing Company are ahead fer 
the steam beer pump, Dr. Schnitter appears to 
be the most popular physician, Prof. L. Her- 
man has more votes than any other orchestral 
conductor, and Mra, Franz Schneider is the 
popular lady manager who leads for the silver 
plaque. The statistiolan of the fair announces 
that up to yesterday 17,000 shots were tired in 
the shooting gallery, and over 50,000 glasses 
of beer were disposed ef. 





DISEASE AT OOLLEGE POINT. 

Diphtheria and scarlet fever have pre- 
vailed of late to such an alarming extent in 
College Point, Long Island, that it was thought 
necessary last week to oall a special meeting 
ef the Board of Health of the town of Flushing 
and consider the advisability of closing the two 
public schools in the village. Drs. Badger and 
Lawrence of Flushing and Dr. Weller of Col 
lege Point appeared before the board and ex- 
plained the situation, Dr. Badger thought the 
causes of the diseases, whieh, he said, were spo- 
radic as yet and not epidemic, were lack of 
proper sewerage, improper nourishment, and 
lager-beer drinking. It, was decided not to 
order the closing of the schools. 

From Oct. 1 to Feb. 1 36 cases of scarlet fever 
and diphtheria were reperted, and last week 
there were 8 new cases. Montof them have 
terminated fatally. Many believe that filling 
in the bulkhead in front of the Whitestone 
Hotel with refuse matter from the streets of 
New-York is the eause of the trouble. .A great 
hue and ory was raised at the time ever what 
was called the “Stimmel nuisance.” The Board 
of Health was threatened with the interference 
of the Grand Jury. The Whitestone bulkhead 
was deciared a nuisance, but was allowed to 
remain aiter being “disinfected.”

ELEVEN LIVES LOST. 


POWDER EXPLODES IN A SQUIB FAC- 


TORY AND KILLS ELEVEN GIRLS. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Feb. 25.—a_ terrible 
disaster occurred at Plymouth, a few miles 
from here, this afternoon, by which the lives 
of eleven girls were lost. Back of the Gay- 
lord shaft stood the factory of Jobn Powell, 
used fer the manufacture of squibs used by the 
miners in loosening coal in the mines. The 
factory employed 84 girls, ranging from 12 to 
20 years. and several inale workmen. 

While the majority of the girls were at their 
homes eating dinner the people were startled 
by the deafening thunders of a terrific ex- 

lesion. They rushed terror-stricken to their 

oors and windows, and in the distance saw 

clonds of smoke ascending from the squib 
factory. Soon a large crewd had gathered 
around it, and women began, wringing their 
hands and men turned away from tho sight 
presented when the charred body of a young 
gir. was seen lying in one of the rooms and the 
fact became known that at least 20 persons 
were 10 the building at the time of the explosion 
eating their neunday lunch. 

The scene was fraught with terror as the 
girls, some ef them bleeding, ethers gasping for 
a few breaths of fresh air, rashed to the windows 
and screamed frantieally for help. About this 
time a dozen miners from the adjoining colliery 
eame upon the scene, aud as soon as they saw 
the bleeding forms of the girls calling fer aid 
rushed toward the building in a body, but fate 
prevented their proffered succor, As s00n as 
they stepped near the dver another terrific ex- 

losion took place and the entire building col- 

apsed, burying In the rtiins the forms that a 
moment before stood crying fer assistance. 

The men, when the smoke and flying débris 
had settled, rushed among the ruins, and one by 
one the bodies were found and taken out, 
charred beyond recognition, bleeding and 
mangled, 

The bodies, as fast as they were taken out, 
were removed to an undertaking establishment, 
where they were pisaced in & row. ‘Their 
features were so badly mutilated shat they 
were scarcely recognizable. 

‘The kilied, so far as known, are: Kate Jones, 
uged 18; Maggie Lyneh, aged 21; Héttie Jones, 
aged 16; Gladdis Reese, aged 15; Mary Walters, 
aged 17; Maggie Richards, aged 17; Mary A.

MUST NOT DOCK HOKSES' TAILS, 





MR. BERGH’S SOCIETY WILL PROSECUTE 
EDWIN P. MORGAN. 

Henry Bergh, President of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, said last 
evening that measures areto be taken at once 
to secure evidence im regard to the alleged dock- 
ing ef the tails of horses belonging to Edwin D. 
Morgan, the banker. A meeting of the Exeeutive 
Cemmittee of Mr. Bergh’s society was held 
yesterday afternoen, at which the cruelty said 
to have heen practiced on Mr. Morgan's 30 
horses at Hempstead, Long Island, was con- 


sidered. The matter was finally referred to Mr. 
Bergh and the eounsel ef the sooclety to inves- 
tigate, to take such action as the occasion might 
require, and to report to the next regular meet- 
ing ef the committees on March 13. 

When asked if he had aiready procured any 
evidence in regard to the alleged deed Mr. 
Bergh said: “My knowledge was at firat gained 
through the press, but a gontieman has since 
toid me that Mr. Morgan admitted to him that 
the docking had taken place. If this issol 
think there is no doubt but that we can hold 
him _ accountable, for the law provides 
that any person who directs or orders 
the needless mutilation or waiming of animals 
shall be subject toa penalty of one year’s im- 
prisoment and «fine of $250, in the discretien 
of the court. Three convictions have been ob- 
tained under the law in Massachusetts in a like 
case and the penalties imposed. 

*“Bome people have said that the wound oc- 
casioned by ducking is very slight, and that 
very little pain is caused to the animal. This is 
not at all true. The operation in the first 
piace severs a portion of the exten- 
sion of the vertebral column and gives 
@& severe sbock of pain to the «animal. 
{[ am told by Dr. Johnson, our veterinary 
surgeon, that this shock ia so great as in some 
instances to have actually caused the death of 
the horse, Then, as if the pain .were not 
enough in itself, there is the added eruelty of 
depriving the herae of its only defense against 
the attacks of the horse tly, whose bite is in- 
tensely painful, as every one knows. 

“T shail immediacely begin to accumulate 
evidenee in the case of Mr. Morgan. ‘This evi- 
idence if 1s ordinarily very ditticult to acquire, 
the veterlvary surgeons who perform the opera- 
tion knowing it to be illegal and therefore be- 
ing very careful tu be without witnesses.’’

HE HAS NOT BEEN INVITED TO GO TO 

WASHINGTON TO MEET GEN, HARRISON. 

The Republican politicians who know it 
all, and who tell all they knew in the eorridors 
of the Fifth-Avonue Hotel, were certain last 
night that Russell Harrison does not know the 
seeret methods pursued by his father in Cabinet 
raking. They derided his statement that 
President-elect Harrison started from Indian- 
apolis with a oomplete Cubinet. [t would 
be found on his arrival in Washing- 
ton, they said, that he yet had to 
pick up some material for it. He had to get 
stuff for the Navy portion, the Agricultural por- 
tion, ana the Interior portion, and they wero 
certain that he would have to get part of this 
material from New-York State. 

Most of these Repubiicans are admirers of 
Themas-C. Platt, buf not one of them predicted 
that he Would be the material for any part of 
the Cabinet. On the contrary, they were will- 
iug te admit that he would not. As for Mr. 

He wan- 
dered gloomily through the hotel, his gloom re- 
fleocting on the countenances of his admirers, 
at a time when he should, as a great Republican 
leader, have been at the jolly dinner 
given by John F. Plummerto Vice-President 
Morton. He had been inyited, but he sent his 
regrets. He hadto stay home and think over 
matters. He had heard something that dis- 
turbed him. His friends had alto heard some- 
thing and been disturbed. They had heard that 
Mr. Platt was not going to greet President Har- 
rison in Washington. They asked him aboat it, 
but he only answered that he had made no 


_ preparations to go to Washington. 


But the thing that evidently disturbed Mr. 
Platt was the statement that President-elect 
Harrison had thus far invited only two New- 
Yorkers to meet him in Washington, and that 
they were Gen. Daniel E. Butterfield, formerly 
United States Assistant Treasurer, and Mr, 
Cnarles Watrous of the Union League Club.

Harrison proposed toget some advice from these 
gentlemen, as disinterested Republicans; and 
the inference would have been a source of mer- 
rimentto Mr. Platt and his admirers but for the 
fact that the announcement was made that 
Messrs. Butterfield and Watrous were really to 
parcel out New-York patronage under the su- 
pervision of Stephen B. Elkins.

VETOED BY THE GOVERNOR. 





SENATOR PIERCE ANXIOUS ABOUT HIS 


CABLE RAILROAD RECORD. 
ALBANY, Feb. 25.—Gov. Hill has vetoed the 
Ives bill amending the act which incorporates 
the Century Association of New-York, by in- 
creasing the amount of property which the olub 
could lawfully hold. The Governor’s objeetion 
te the measure Is that 1t isa species of special 


legislation, his particular béfe noire. He resom- 
mends that a geveral bill be passed fixing the 
ameunt of property to be held by any associa- 
tions ofthis sort. The veto and bill were sent 
in the Senate to-night to the Committee on Gen- 
eral Laws. 

Senator Pierce stated that he had been taken 
to task by the newspapers for fathering the 
Cable bill. As a guaraateeof bis own good faith, 
and also asaproof that the people want the 
road, he moved that the Common Council of 
New-York be requested to forward for the in- 
spection of the Senate the list of 60,000 voters 
and property holders who favor the road, and 
which i3 now in possession of the city au- 
thorities. 

Col. Murphy offered an amendment to the 
Penal Code. The bill provides that all habitual 
criminals in the city of New-York shall be sub- 
ject to arrest without warrant if found lJoltering 
or acting in a suspicious manner in any public 
place. The bill comes from the police authorities, 
and ia designed to rid the city of suspicious 
characters during the centennial celebration. 

Mr. Linson introduced a Olll amending the 
Civil Code relative to the voluntary disselution 
of corporations by providing that at any time 
in the proceedings before the final order the 
court on motion ef petitioners or the Attorney- 
General may appoint a temporary Recoiver. 
The ‘court may afterward appoirt him to the 
duties of permanent Receiver, except as to the 
distribution of the property among the credit- 
ors and stockholders,

THE MAYOR IS 


ALI WIRES MUST GO UN- 
DER GROUND APT ONCE. 
HUGH J. GRAN1’S SHARP TONGUE GIVES 
SPICE TO THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 

SCBRWAY BOARD YKSTERDAY, 

Wich bright eyes, renewed vigor, and a 
hKimbier tongue than he had before he wont to 
Saratoga on Saturday, Mayor Grant took bis 
seat yesterday at the meeting of the Board of 
Electrical Control. Tobogganing had evidently 
dene him good. But the glitter ef his eyes was 
cold, and he had evidently set a task for him- 
self from which he would not be swerved even 
by the contemplation ef the beauty of Commis- 
sioner Moss’s irideseent hair. There was a 
tang to his tongue, and he applied it impartially 
te everybody who in the course of the mecting 
he had reason to suspect of lukewarmuness to 


the important duty of putting wires under 
ground and of ridding the streets of incumber- 
ing poles. 

here was a big crowd present, and in it were 
Manny persons also lukewarm, so the Mayor had 
pienty talking to do. 

A communication was read from the Metre- 
politan Telegraph and Telephone Company de- 
Claring that that company was earnestiy work- 
ing to put all its wires under ground, bad al- 
ready put 46,000 miles of them there at a cost 
of $147,000, and would have all ef them down 
in a few months. 

“Ina few months!’ exclaimed the Mayor. 
“That practically nullifies all that has been 
said before.” 

He called attention to the fact that all wires 
had been ordered to be put under ground by the 
end of the 90 days frem last November. 

Commissioner Gibdens remurked that he 
thought the company was acting in good faith, 
aud Superintendent William H. Eckert of the 
compary assured the Mayor that it was. The 
Mayor remarked that a company which charges 
exorbitant rates should be able to petits wires 
down rapidiy. It ought te have cables at haud, 
and lay them in the subways speedily. 

The United States Illuminating Company next 
appeared with a declaration that it did not be- 
lieve the subways would work well, bat that it 
would make a test of them. Mayor Grant’s 
comment en. this was that the company had 
been allowed 45 days to makeatest. That time 
‘Was not to be used in getting cables. ‘'Li,’’ said 
he, “wien the time is up the test has not been 
made I shall take some aotion.” 

Mr. Grant next called attention to the faet 
that the Western Union Company had not re- 
ported what it had done to rid the streets of its 
poles. He ordered the Secretary of the board 
to write to the company saying that its Broad- 
Way poles must be dowa in 20 days. 

Col. Eokertremarked that the Metropolitan 
Company would need 60 days to get all its 
wires down. The Mayor repeated his assertion 
that the company ought to have been prepared 
to do the work long ago. Finally it was decided 
that the Western Unien and Metropelitan Com- 
panies sheuld both have 30 days. 

‘*“When we fix atime we mean it,” said the 
Mayor, ‘‘and the companies must understand 
that fact. When the time is ended the poles will 
come dowr.” 

At the last meeting of the beard all permits 
for the ereetion of poles ard wires were re- 
voked. Among them was a permit to the Man- 
hattan Electric Lighting Company to put up 
poles in First-ayenue. Application for a new 
permit was made yesterduy. President Leslie 
ef the company said that the new poles were for 
the purpose of connecting its east side wires 
with those ef the subway district. Tho Mayor 
said he would vote for the applieation if the 
new poles were to replace others no longer to 
be used. Mr. Leslie remarked thatthe company 
was going to take down 127 poles in Thira- 
avenue. 

Expert Wheeler interposed the statement 
that the 127 poles were to be taken down be- 
cause & new line of poles had been put up in 
Third-avenue. Then Mayor Grant showed that 
he was angry. Turning to Mr. Leslie, he said 
sharply: 

“Yeur statement was misleading. But for 
Mr. Wheeler’s explanation [ would have yoted 
on the understanding that the 127 poles were 
to be removed on ascount of the building of 
the First-avenue line. The information was 
very wisely given me by Mr. Wheeler, and I 
am sorry for some things [ have saidtohim, I 
hope he will continue as we now see him.” 

The permit to fillup the gapin First-avenue 
with poles was then granted on condition that 
the poles should be used by several companies, 
and that poies used by them elsewhere should 
be taken down. The Manhattan Company was 
given a permit to run 10 wires frum First- 
avenue to connect with ifs subway cables. Ex- 
pert Whecler reported that there are now cross 
town pole lines in Varioua streets, and that in- 
stead of permitting new lines all companies 
could use those poles. On motion of Mayor 
Grant the experts were directed tokeep this 
factin mind, and on motion of Commissioner 
Hess plans for a cross-town subway in the 
neighborhood of Thirtieth-street were ordcred 
to be prepared. 

Applications from numerons telegraph, tele- 
phone, and electrie light companies for permits 
to put up poles and wires were then taken up. 
Mayor Grant moved that every one of them be 
denied, saying that he was determined to make 
the companies shew some dispesition to put 
their wires underground, instead of resorting 
to subterfuges to keep them overhead. Some of 
them were denied. The others were laid over, 
to be considered when the applicants have 
given evidence of good faith respecting the use 
of the subways. The terms of some of them, to 
the effect that the companies desired the 
poles and wires to make eonnections 
with the subways, made the Mayorjweary, and 
he remarked that they had a eastanean odor. 
Bome of the attendants at the meeting were 
made to feel unpleasant by the Mayor’s remarks. 
Col. William H. Eekert, Superintendent ef the 
Metropolitan Telegraph and Telephone Com- 
pany, rose to speak, but it wasthe Mayer’s day. 
He would brook no outside interference. He 
shut up Col. Eckert with the sharp remark: 

‘“‘Cam net talking to you, Sir. I am talking 
to the board.” 

Afterthe board had refused to allow a pole 
line in Seventy-ninth-street, and had ordered 

jans to be made for a subway there, the 

—— had a resolution adopted to notify the 
police of the work of erecting poles and wires 
that may lawfully be done, and he said he 
would see that the police allowed no other to 
be dene. 

The board will meet again on March 7. 





THE BIG MARINE CONFERENCE. 

Superintendent F. W. Houghton of the 
Maritime Exchange was informed yesterday by 
the State Department at Washington that the 
President's invitation to send delegates to an 
international marine conference had been ac- 
cepted by Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Spain, Italy, Sweden and Norway, Denmark, the 
Netherlands, Brazil, Chili, Uruguay, Japan, and 
the Sandwich Islands. Theideaof such an in- 
ternational conference was originated by 
Mr. Houghton, who is much gratified atlearning 
that, after prolouged endeavors on his part and 
many delays and disappointments, the scheme 
is now an assured success as far as the bringing 
together of the most important of the maritime 
nations is concerned, 

“The next move,” said Mr. Houghton yester- 
day, “ will be the appointment by the President 
of the time for the meeting of the international 
conference and the appointment of seven dele- 
gates to represent thiscountry, to comprise two 
naval efficers, an official of the Life-Saving 
Service, two Captains of the mercantile marine, 
representing, respectively, the steam and sailing 
services, and two citizens at large familiar with 
the subject. 

The principal work to be done by the confer- 
enee will be the arrangement of a plan of sig- 
naling for steamships during fogs, but other 
matters relating to the diminution of dunger at 
pea and the rescuing of persons and property 
nm distress at sea will elso be considered. 





A CHURCH TO BE SOLD. 

The Roman Catholic Church of Saints 
Cyril and Methodius, which was conducted for 
Bohemians, in East Fourth-street, near Avenus 
C, has been closed, and the property is to be 
sold. The church was established in March, 
1875, by the Rev. Father Krebesz of St. Nicho- 
las’s Chureh, in Second-street. For some time 
previous this priest held services for the Bohe- 
mians in the basement of his own church. The 
Rev. A. A. Vacula, a*young Moravian priest 
who for five years had eharge of a church for 
hia countrymen in Baltimore, was the first Pas- 
ter of the church in Fourth-street. The parish 
in its early history was 80 prosperous that the 
church was enlarged at a cost of $6,000. 

Of late years the congregation las been de- 
creasing in numbers, 80 tnat it was found a 
hard task te pay expenses and support the Pas- 
ter. The Bohemians who formerly worshipped 
inthe Church of Saints Cyril and Methodius 
will new attend the Church of Our Lady of Per- 

tual Help, in East Sixty-first-street, near 

tavenue. The latter parish, which is in 
charge of Redemptorist Fathers, is ina flourtsh- 
ing cundition. Itis expected that by the sale of 
the Fourth-street ohurch at least $9,000 will be 
realized.

OBSTACLES MET BY THE CHURCH CON- 
YVERENCE COMMITTEE. 

There were only a dozen or so members of 
the Chickering Hall Conference Committee pres- 
ent at yosterday’s mesting, the remainder, in- 
cluding some of the more active members, send- 
ing exenses showing that they were eitner on 
the sick list or out of town, but the meeting never- 
theless had enough to do to keep.it Pusy for 
mere than two houra. The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst 
presided, and calied for reports from the 
varieus wards in which the werk of the Con- 
ference Committee has been undertaken. The 
reports, which were made by the Rev. Drs. 
Ramsey, Elder, Terry, Parkhurst, Bronner, and 
Archdeacon Mackay-Smith, indicated that the 
preparatory work had not been completed in 
any case, but, 80 far as they were prepared, 


visitors had gone to work in all the wards and 
were beginning to make reports upon their pre- 
liminary canvasses, showing as high as 40 and 
50 per cent. of the people claiming connection 
with some sect or denomination. ; 

In some of the wards difficulties had been en- 
eountered in the refusal of ministers to co- 
operate with the committee in its work. These 
refusals arose in some instances from real mis- 
conceptions of the character of the work, and 
in others from a eonscientiously-conceived dis- 
agreement with the methods of the committee. 
With respect to the first class the sentiment of 
the scimuuittes was to wait for the enlightening 
processes of time and continue to hope that they 
might become interested in the work by the 
time if was got fairly under way. As to the 
others, there was nothing to do but to get along 
without them as well as they could. 

The resignation of the Rey. Dr. H. Y. Satter- 
lee was received and accepted. His communpi- 
cation stated that he could not continue with 
the committee without owning a divided alle- 
gianuce to ditferent authorities. Archdeacon 
Mackay-Smith explained that Dr. Satteriee had 
undoubtedly some to this conclusion after ear- 
nest eonsideration, and was not to be swerved 
from his determination; he weuld nominate 
somebody to take his place at the next meeting. 
A eommunication was also read from Dr. Jua- 
son, stating that he woald be unable te render 
muoh service to the eommittes because of his 
otber engagements. 

With references to the proposed address that 
Dr, Parkhurst and Dr. Strong were asked to 
prepare, setting forth tho objects and~ methods 
of the committee, Dr. Parkhurst reported that 
several drafts had been prepared in the effort 
to frame an address to the clergy of the city 
that should tot be misunderstood and would tin- 
duce those who were helding back to come in 
with them and lend them thelr eupport. But 
upon inguiry and further consultation 1t was 
thought that nothing of consequence’ could be 
accomplished by so doing. There were minis- 
tera whom it was of no use to try and interest 
in their work, and the only way to deal wita 
them was to ignore them. But a statement 
should be prepared for the benefit of the general 
public in order to correct the misunderstanding 
of their purpose and methods that had got 
abroad. It was not @ mere census or Canvass 
that they were about, but something sustained 
and permanent. Such a statement will be pre- 
pared before the next meeting. 

A comimittes from the West Central Evangsl- 
jieal Alliance, an organization of the ehurches 
of the Sixteenth and Twentieth Wards, consist- 
ing of the Rev. Dra. Cookman and Juneau, re- 
ported the desire of that body to become identi- 
fied with the conference committee. Their re- 
quest was cordially received and referred to the 
Rixteenth Ward Sub-conmittee, of which the 
tev.

NEW-YORK WILL HAVE AN IMPOSING 
REPRESENTATION THERE. 

Gen. Henry A. Barnum was very busy 
yesterday completing arrangements for the ap- 
pearance of the New-York delegatien in the 
inaugural parade in Washington on March 4. 
As Marshal he has received enough aceeptances 
to insure the presence of 5,000 men in line on 
inauguration day. Nearly all of these come 
from Republican organizations, although Gen. 


Barnum says that the representation of New- 
York is not intended to have any political corm- 
plexion and that Democrats are as welcome as 
others, 

Among the organizations represented are the 
Charles Sumner Pioneer Corps, (colored,) Har- 
rison and Morton Club, (colored,) the Suburban 
Republican Club, the Fiiteenth District Repub- 
lican Association, the Ninth Ward Pioneer Corps, 
the Lineoln Club, the Sheridan Shook Associa- 
tion, the Dry Goods Glee Club, the Levi P. 
Morton Club of Harlem, the Lower Wall-Sireet 
Merchants’ Club, the John J. O’Brien Associa- 
tivn, the Union League Club, the Brooklyn 
Young Republican Club, the Oneida Battery, 
the Unconditional Club ef Albany, the U.-8. 
Grant Club, the John Y. McKane Club of Coney 
Island, the Excelsior Corps, the U. 8. Grant 
Hose Company, and the Veteran Boys in Blue 
of Troy. 

The headquarters of Gen. Barnum and his 
stalf in Washington will be the Randall House, 
Fifteenth-street and Pennsylvania-avenue, The 
delegation will leave on Friday uext at 3:40 P, 
M., and will remain in Washington four days. 
On the day of the parade they will form in 
C-street, with the right resting on New-Jersey- 
avenue. They will join the main procession at 
the Capitol grounds, New-Jersey-avenue and 
B-street, and fall inte the regular line of mareh, 
whieh is around the Capitol to Pennsylvanta- 
avenue, to the Executive Mansien, where the 
President's reviewing stand has been construct- 
ed, to Washington Circle, around whieh it turns 
into K-street and leads to,Mount Vernon, where 
the parade will disband. 

Gen. Barnum has made some effort to have 
his staff appear in some unifermity of dress, and 
therefore has settled upon this costume: Black 
frock coats and trousers, gauntlet gloves, soft 
black hats with gold cord, and a single black 
ostrich plume fer each, and a metal baage. He 
will also endeavor to have them wear dark biue 
overeoats, but entertains some doubt about his 
success in that particular. The ostrich pluises, 
gauntlet gloves, gold cord, and metal badges 
are settied upon, hewever. The local organiza- 
tions will wear rosettes of different colors aud 
designs. 

The members of the Lincoln Club will ren- 
dezvous at their clubheuse, 56 Clinton-street, 
on the morning of March 2, preparatory to 
starting for Washington. Then, under the 
command of Senator Van Cott, they will march 
down Broadway to Cortlandt-atreet and theuce 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad Station. Bayne’s 
Sixty-ninth Regiment Band of 45 pieces will 
accompauy the club. On arriving in Washing- 
ton the club will marchein a body to Willard’s 
Hotel, and on the evening of March 2 will give 
a serenade to Vice-Yresident-elest Merton.

NESS FOR THE CONTESTANTS. 

Although yesterday’s proceedings in the 
Stewart will case were apparently dry and 
technical, they possessed much tnterest to those 
concerned, and there were indications at the 
close of the day that several heads will lie 
uneasy on their pillows for sume time to come. 


Joseph H. Choate was absent for the first time | 


since the contest began, a year ago, being atill 
confined at home by iliness, Frederic R. Cou- 
dert, however, came into the ease, so that the 
force of counsel suffered no diminution. The 


lawyers talked nearly all day, arguing in regard 
to the admissibility of the evidence of Kate A. 
Wetherell, a daughter of Mra. J. Lawrence 
Sinith, and a grandniece of Mra, Stewart. 

The will provided ror Mrs. Wethereil a legacy 
of $200,000. When it was first offered for pro- 
bate, her name appeared in the lst of petition- 
ers in its favor. Even as late as the beginning 
of the present eontest, she put in av answer to 
the contestants, praying thatthe will be sus- 
tained. While still maintaining before the court 
an attitude of sympathy with the proponent, 
she jeined the other heirs and devisees in May 
last in an agreement providing for a division ef 
the estate in the event of the success of the con- 
test. The contestants called her as a witnses at 
the last hearing. Judge Hilton’s counsel raised 
& question of her competency, as a party in in- 
terest, to testify In regard to a conversation she 
once had with Mrs, Stewart about the estate. 
Surrogate Ransom gave the lawyers a fortnight 
in which te prepare arguments on the question, 
and they entered eourt yesterday fully primed. 

When they were through, the Surrogate com- 
mended their inaustry, but said he had been 
looking up authorities also, and saw no reason 
to change certain views which he had reduced 
to writing. Referring to the elause in Mrs. 
Stewart's will which revoked the bequest of any 
person mentioned in the will who might try to 
set aside, interfere with, or annul that instrn- 
ment, the Surrogate said that the questions 
were: 

“Had Mrs, Wetherell violated that condition, and 
was that condition valid?” 

Having sustained the will in respect to her 
own legacy, Mrs. Wetherell, the Surrogate suid, 
had in effect declared that Mrs. Stewart was not 
incompetent to make a will, and was not a vic- 
tim of undue influence or fraud, When she had 
thus put herself on record she joined the other 
heirs in an agreement to secure to herself the 
full amount of her legacy,in case the will 
should be set aside. This agreement seomed to 
the Surrogate a pooling of interests against 
Judge Hilton, and the contest carried en in the 
name of Rosalie Butler thus represented ali 
the signers to the agreement. One article ot 
the agreement expressly bound ali parties to 
disregard the trust to Judge Hilton. In iegal 
elffect it amounted, in the Surrogate’s opinion, 
te a relinguishment of the righta of the signers 
to any part of the estate under the provisions 
of the will. They had elected to disregard the 
willand to rest their claims and interests on the 
agreement. 

‘*] therefore conclude.” the Surrogate added, 
“that by becoming a party to this agreement 
Mrs. Wetberell deprived herself of her legaey if 
the will be sustained, and is with the contest- 
ants in this case. - She cannot be examined as a 
witness,” 

The lawyers for the contestants seemed com- 
pletely taken aback by the deeision. Mr. 
Coudert, who appeared for Mrs. Smith and Mra. 
Wetherell, saia he hoped the Surrogate had ex- 
pressei himself simply upon the question of the 
adunissibility of Mrs. Wetberell’s evidence and 
not upon a larger question. The Surrogate dis- 
elaimed any intention of deciding anything ex- 
cept the. question betere him. Mr. Oleveland, 
for Mr. Choste, said that the decision would 
change the whole order ef proof tor the con- 
testants. He hoped they would be given timo 
for the preparation of anether order. Then an 
adjournment was taken to April 1.

TALKING INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

The preliminary examination in the case 
of the libeled steamer Conserva was continued 
yesterday before .udge Benedict in the United 
States court, Brooklyn, and Capt. Ramsay, 
cemmandant of the navy yard, was puton the 
stand. He testified to having visited Gon. 
Légitime at Port au Prince in regard to the seiz- 
ure of the Haytian Republic, and said that 
Légitime was the recognized head of the Goy- 
ernment. This testimony was introduced to 
show that Hippolyte, fer whom it is alleged 
the Conserva Was fitted out, was at war with a 
power friendly to this Government, ana that 
therefore her fitting out in the United States 
was contrary to law, a8 this is a neutral coun- 
try. Lawyer Mactariand, for the owners of the 
vessel, made a long argument to shew that 
Hippolyte was as much the ruler of Hayti as 
Légitime, and that neltber was recognized by 
President Cieveland. 

Louis Marks, formerly steward of the Con- 
serva, testified that he had been told, and that 
every one on the ship had been given to under- 
stand, that the veasel was to be handed over to 
Hippolyte. 

Gus Christenson, a galflor, testified that he 
was engaged by Mr. Kunhardt, and was told 
that at Samana Bay the Conserva would take 
ou her guns. The hearing will gu on to-day. 





TRIAL OF DR. REYNOLDS, 

The trial of Dr. William M. Reynolds for 
presenting insurance claims alleged to be 
fraudulent, and which was interrupted last 
week by the illness of one of the jurors, waa re- 
sumed yesterday in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer before Judge Lawrence. 

Mrs... Reynolds was the first witness. She 
explained that a gun produced in evidence 
against her husband was not the one which was 
claimed as lost at the burning of the Flushing 
house. That was a Wesley Richards gun. The 
one in court was a W. Richards gun, and looked 
like one that had been kept in the stable for 
shooting crows. Several other articles pro- 
duced, she said, were not those described as 
lost. 

Dr. Reynolds was on the stand when Judge 
Lawrence adjourned for the day.

A GREAT ASj3EMBLAGE AT THE FU- 
NERAL OF TRE REV. W H. COOKE. 

The funeral of the Rev. William H. 
Cooke, Reetor of St. John’s Protestant Epseo- 
pal Church, in Varick-street, was held in that 
church yesterday morning aud was so largely 
attended that the building was too small to 
accommodate the crowd. The Right Rev. Henry 
C. Potter, Bishop of the diocese, conducted the 
services, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix 
and all the clergy ot Trinity Parish. The serv- 
ice was one that had been arranged by the Rev. 
Mr. Cocke himself, aud consisted of the Dead 
March, a chant for the psalters composed by 
the deceased; the lesson, antiiem, “Go in 


Peace,” creed, Funeral March composed by the 
deceased, and Mymn 512 of the hywn book. 

The people in attendance represented all 
classes of the congregation of St. Joln’s, and 
they exhibited much emotion during the serv- 
ice, many of the women weeping. There was 
also a large representation of Episeopalian 
clergy and Vestrymen, as well as a delegation 
from the Oratorio Society, of which Mr. Cooke 
was President for 13 years. At the conclusion 
of the services the body was taken toSt. Mark’s 
Churchyard, Tenth-street, for interment. 

At the request of Bishop Potter a meeting of 
the clergymenin attendances was held in the 
schoolroom of St. John’s immediately after the 
boay had been taken from the church. At this 
meeting the Bishop delivered a oulegy on the 
virtues and eminent Christian character of Mr. 
Cooke. 

Dr. Dix also spoke feslingly, describing Mr. 
Cooke as one of the brightest and bestof the 
family of Trinity Parish. 

The Rev. Dr. Stocking, who wasin the semi- 
nary with Mr. Coeke in the Class of ’63, related 
instances illustrating the charaeter ef the de- 
ecased as a student 

-The Rev. Dr. Turtie of St. Luke’s said it was 
the custom of the deceased to read the Old 
Tosatament through in Hebrew ence every two 
years, As a result ef these labors Mr. Cooke 
had prepared a commentary on the Old Testa- 
ment, Whieh was now in the priuter’s hands. 

The Rev. Mr. Post of South Orange, N. J., said 
Mr. Cooke had been gifted with a wonderful 
tenor voice, and had atudiead music diligently. 
A wealthy gentleman offered to send Mr. Cooke 
to Italy, so that his musical talents might be 
cultivated witha view to his adoption of the 
operatio atage for alivelinood, This was before 
Mr. Cooke had entered the ministry, and it 
caused the young studenta struggle to decide 
which course he should pursue. 

When the addresses had ended, Bishop Potter 
appointed a committee to draft suitable resolu- 
tions on the death of Mr. Cooke, to be presented 
to the family ef the deceased and to be pub- 
lished. The Rev. Dr. Tuttle, the Rev. Dr. 
Shackleford, the Rev. Dr. Stocking, the Rev. 
Mr. Pest, the Rev. Mr. Baker of Princeton, N. 
J., the Rev. Mr. Brewne of 8t. John’s, and Arch- 
de&con Van Cieet of Westchester composed this 
committee.

RUNNING HAYUIAN BLOCKADE, 


NEWS CASTING DOUBT ON THE RUMORED 
DEATH OF HIPPOLYTE, 

The Norwegian steamship Kong Alf, Capt. 
Dahl, brought uews yesterday that seems to 
leave no basis whatever for the report, already 
much doubted, that Hippolyte, the leader of the 
Northern Haytian faction, had been assassinat- 
ed. The Kong Alf eleared from this port late in 
January with a cargo of provisions, allezea to 
be destined for the inhabitants of the island of 
Great Inagua. Instead, she raced into Go- 
naives, in Northern Hayti, hotly pursued to the 
harbor’s mouth by the Dessalines, the Toussaint 
VYOuverture, fand a third ves#e!l, which could 
not be made out, of Légitime’s navy. 

As the Kong Alf steamed into Gonaives Har- 
bor the shores were black with people anda 
royal welcome wus extended. The cargo was 
disposed ef at tremendous prices, a barrel of 
potatoes bringing $17, while pork was $80 a 
barrel. A eargo of coffee and logwood was ob- 
tained in return, and on Feb, 17, at 3 A. M., the 
return trip was begun, the blockading squadron 
failing to catch the vessel! on her way out, 
though all her lights were burning. 

While the Kong Alf was in port at Gonaives, 
one of her otHcers said yesterday, the sauidiers 
requested him to take the management of the 
gunnery in the harbor in case of an attack by 
the boats of Légitime. Although there was a 
good assortment of cannon mounted in the for- 
titications there did not appear to be any one 
who wae familiar with the haadling of big guns, 
Although the officer was willing te undertake 
this, no occasion presented itself for him to 
do so, Légitime’s guuboats remaining at @ safe 
distance outside. A French and an English 
man-of-war came into the harbor while the 
Kong Alf was there, and aun American sehooner 
wae chased in just as the steamer had been. A 
somewhat epergetic blockade was being kept 
up, two stations existing onthe coast, one to 
tue north and ene to the south of Gonaives. On 
the day before the Kong Alf left, Feb.46, heavy 
cannonading was heard im the direction of St. 
Mare’s, and eontinued a longtime. This was 
probably the battle which has meantime been 
reported here as a victory for Légitime. 





HE SAID HE WAS A MARQUIS. 

The will of the late Dr. Charles T. B 
Montcalm St. Veran, who died on July 17 last, 
was filed with Surrogate Abbott in Brooklyn 
yesterday. Dr. St. Veran always claimed to be 
a French Marquis, who was banished from his 
country by Louis Napoleon for having joined a 
secret society Kaown as the Illuminati. He 
came to America in 1865, after having made 
over bis property te an agent of this soviety. 
Subsequent efforts to recover his property 
failed. 

Mrs. 8t. Veran filed the will yesterday. It 
gives her absolute power over the dovtor’s es- 
tate, whatever it may amount to, and takes 
great pains to declare that she is the only wife 
the testator ever had. He married her on Dec. 
24, 1868, when, according to the will, C. A. 
Dana, Vine Wright Kingsley, and Samuel J. 
Glassy Were»wituesses. 

The document was witnessed by Albert 
Cronze of 93 Penn-street and James C. Hutch- 
ings of 394 Wythe-avenue, but when it was 
presented Mr. Cronze swore that Mr. Hutehings 
was not present when he (Crouze) witnessed the 
will. Mr. Hutchings swore that ho was. The 
Surrogate took the matter under advisement 

ACCUSING TH#H HEALTH BOARD. 

‘Rumors have been flying about for some 
time that the Commissioners of a city depart- 
ment were to be proceeded against and their 


removal sought for a violation of the statutes. 
fhese rumors took more definite shape yester- 
day inthe statement that charges were to be 
made against James C. Kayles and Dr. Joseph 
D, Bryant, Heaith Commissioners, for the viola- 
tion of section 606 of the Consolidation act, 
whieh requires the Board of Health to keep a 
record of the births, marriages, and deatha, 

In tbe absence of President Bayles at his 
home in Orange, N. J., Dr. Nagie, Register of 
Vital Statistics, said that he had not kept the 
record for something over a year, because the 
board had passed a resolution in January of 
last year directing him simply to file the eertifi- 
Gates as they Game in, This he had done and 
had suspended the record. The certificates as 
they were received trom the doctors and minis- 
ters were numbered and putin an indexed file, 
those fur eash year @omposing & volume, and 
were bound whea the volume was completed 
and thus beeame the record of the office.

They 
are the only salaried members of the board, the 
President reeelving $5,000 and Dr. Bryant, who 
is Surgeon-General of the State on Gov.

SOME OF THE ARRANGEMENTS THAT 
HAVE BEEN MADE FOR IT. 

Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, Governor-.of Vir- 
ginia, made a formal eall on the Centennial 
Parade Committee yesterday and statedthat the 
State from which the first President of the 
United States was takem proposed to be ade- 
quately represented at the celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the inauguration 
of George Washington. Ist was settled, Gov. 
Lee: stated, that the First Regiment of Virginia 
State Troops would visit New-York on April 


30, and it was probable, he thought, that the 
eatire Voluntear militia establishment of the 
Commonwealth would be sent forward. 

Centennial Commissioner A. M. Peabody 
writee Col, Cruger’s committtee that Minnesota 
will be represented in the parade by not less 
than 1,000 uniformed State troops, and that in- 
dependent organizations bearing their ewn ex- 
penses will probably swell .the military coutin- 
gent to a mush larger figure, 

The Ancient and Honoraple Artillery Com- 
pany of Boston has informed Col Cruger that 
it will bring at least 250 men to New-York to 
take part in the parade, 

Contracts have already been made by the 
Army Committee for the quartering and sub- 
sistenee of vistting troops with the proprietors 
of Nileson Hall,1,000 men; Clarendon Hall, 
1,000 men; Everett Hall, 1,000 men; Webster 
Bail, 1,500 men, and Germania Habl, 2,000 
men, and the refusal has aiso been secured of 
four other publie halls, capable of aecommodat- 
ing 5,000 men. 

Madison-Square Garden has been secured by 
the State Commissary-Geueral,  Brig.-Gen. 
Joshua M. Varian, and the Fourth Brigade, 
Buffalo, Brig.-Gen. Peter C. Doyle, will be quar- 
tered there. It isalso proposed that the Third 
Brigade, Albany. Brig.-Gen. Amasa J. Parker, 
Jr., will make its headquarters at the Garden. 

Secretary Bowen of the Céntennial Celebra- 
tion Committee has bean informed that tke 
Governor of South Carelina and his staff will 
take part in the parade here on April 30.
